The Forces Waiting for Cooler 
Weather’ Before Going On With 
the Campaign—Savages Cut 

the Wires. 


[BY DIRECT WIRE TO THY TIMES. ] 

POTAM (Mex.,) Aug. 24.—(Wired 
from Hermosillo (Mex.,) 
{Exclusive Dispatch.] Col. Peinado, 
the rough rider of the Mexican forces, 
came in from Torin with a troop yes- 
terday, and today is scouting between 
the river and the mountains. A com- 
pany of eighty Pima Indians and 
forty Mexicans from Arizpe and Mag- 
dalena arrived today, and will go to 
Torin tomorrow. The Pimas . have 
fought the Yaquis before and under- 
stand the game. They lost one man 
by sunstroke on their way up the 
river. 

While the Mexican officers expeet to 
find the Indians in force and’ fight 
them south of the river, well-informed 
Mexican settlers say most of the hos- 
tiles have gone to the movntains, 
leaving but a few fin the bosque to 
make a noise and keep the troops here. 
Blas Torres, who has fought Indians 
from Walla Walla, in 1862, to San 
Carlos in late years, and who has 
known the Yaquis since 1870, says it 
is certain the Indians have left the 
river in great numbers. Many rafts 
used by them in crossing have floated 
down the river. The drums heard 
here in the morning are’ beaten to 
deceive the troops and attract atten- 
tion while the crossings are being 
made higher up. 

The fate of Tetabiate is a matter of 
dispute. The Yaquis say he is a pris- 
oner, chained by the leg, and given a 
toy bow in diversion. They say the 
body recognized as his was that of 
another Indian, dressed in his clothes. 
Blas Torres says he heard the Yaquis 
threaten before the outbreak to _ kill 
Tetabiate, whom they accused of hav- 
ing sold out to the Mexicans, and he 
doubts that the old chief is alive. 

Outside of scouting, no activity is 
seen in the Mexican forces and nothing 
has been done for twelve days. The 
troops are always going to do great 
things soon; meanwhile the Indians are 
escaping from as neat a trap as could 
be devised, but a trap of which one 
side has been left open. South of the 
river, the Yaquis were at the mercy 
of a prompt and .energetic enemy, 
holding the north bank and having 
force enough to make a drive through 
the woods from the east. They were 
between the devil and the deep sea, 
but they have. slipped out. 

The goat-herder shot recently proves 
to have been a renegade. His story 
was investigated; and found untrue, All 
the Yaquis shot here were more than 
suspected of having taken part in the 
outbreak. © ALLEN KELLY. 


VAQUEROS ATTACKED, 


One of Their Number Killed and 
Many Cattle Seized. 
[BY DIRECT WIRE TO THE TIMES.1 
POTAM (Mex.,) Aug. 26.—(Wired

in the valley is suspended because

On the 23d, twenty-five 
Vaqueros went out to gather and 
bring in stock. They rounded up 


300 head and started a large body of 
Indians, who attacked’ and ‘ killed 


-Joaquin, the best vaquero in the val- 


ley, dispersed the Mexicans and cap- 
tured all the stock. 

On the 24th, the Indians cut down 
seven poles and’ took away 600 meters 
of wire, near Pitaya, destroying tele- 


graph communication between here 
and Guaymas. They also cut the 
line to Torin. The Torin line was 


restored on the 26th. 

Several ranchers at San Marcial 
and Las Prietas are reported as 
killed. -The Mexicans have orders to 
shoot all Yaquis found on the roadg 
or in the brush without asking ques- 
tions, and it is believed the settlers 
near San” Marcial have been carrying 
out the orders. The, Yaquis are re- 
taliating, and all roads are now more 
dangerous than ever. : 

The Mexican commanders now ad- 
mit what the settlers said two weeks 
ago, namely, that the Indians crossed 
the river after the Vicam fight, leqv- 
ing a few in the bosque to beat drums 
and keep- the attention of the troops 
while the families were being moved 
to the mountains. Drums are heard 
here every night

MEXICANS WERE ROUTED. 


Volunteer Company Licked by 
Eighty of t:c Yaquis.. 

{ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT.] 

HERMOSILLO (Mex.,) Aug. 31.—A 
company of voluntéers went from here 
this morning to Pitaya to join Col. 
Peinado’ss command and arrest the 
Yaquis who.had destroyed the tele- 
graph lines to Potam. The troops met 
a band of about eighty Yaquis, and a 
short fight occurred, in which one sol- 
dier was killed and the Mexicans 
routed. Gen. Torres’ headquarters have 
been entirely cut off from telegraphic 
communication with the outer world 
for the last five days. The Yaquis 
burned about a mile of telegraph poles 
and carried away the wire. 

Volunteers continue to arrive daily 
in columns of 100 or more, and a heav- 
ily-guarded pack-train of mules is kept 
busy conveying new guns and ammuni- 
tion from the laugches at Medano to 
Lorin. Gen. Luis Torres has suspended 
hostilities till October, when cooler 
weather will have set in and the troops 
will be better able to take care of them- 
selves. By that time there will be 
about three thousand more soldiers in 
the field. 


UPPER-LEATHER TRUST. 


American Hide and Leather Company 
Combines Twenty-four Concerns. 
[A. EARLY MORNING REPORT.] 

NEW YORK, Aug.«31.—The Ameri- 
can Hide and Leather Company—up- 
per leather trust—which was incor- 
porated in New Jersey on Tuesday with 
a capital of $35,000,000, will merge 
twenty-four concerns. ° 

The sales of the interests to be con- 
solidated amounted last year to $24,- 
000,000, with an average profit of 10 
per cent. The capitalization. will be 
equally divided into common, and 7 per 
cent, cumulative preferred -stock, of 
which $14,000,000 preferred, and $12,0900,- 
000 common, will be issued. 

Funded debt to the amount of $10,-

States, in the Far East. The point, 
however, is that the national adminis- 
tration will henceforth take aggressive 
measures for carrying out the Presi- 
dent’s policy, and every ‘challenge of 
the opposition will be met. 

“No party issue is considered in- 
volved, but the McKinley administra- 
tion will stand for the complete and 
unconditional establishment of Ameri- 
ean authority in the Philippines, and, 
to that extent, for expansion. Those 
who support it will not be amiss in de- 
scribing themselves as expansionists. 
The opponents of the President's policy 
who raised the questions in various 
State campaigns will be met on their 
own ground. The administration is 
willing that the issue of the Philippines 
shall be put as a vote of confidence 
in the administration by the various 
States. which hold elections in Novem- 
ber.

causing trouble in the Island of Cebu. 
Heretofore Gen. Otis has been inclined 
to leave the islands in the lower part 
of the archipelago alone until the in- 
surgents in Luzon were conquered. 
The brigands, taking advantage of 
this plan, have intimtddated. many of 
the peacefully inclined inhabitants by 
threatening ‘to assassinate them. and 
have thus gained many recruits to 
their side. They have practically suc- 


ceeded in paralyzing the business of 
the entire island. Non*interferencsa 
with their lawless proceedings made 


them bold, and recently they have 
attacked several. small reconnoltering 
parties. 

Orders were given to hunt down the 
brigands, and Col. Bayless of the Ten- 
nessee regiment with a company of 
that command and a company of the 
Twenty-third Regular Infantry, started 
from Cebu, While Capt. Allaire, with a 
company of the Twenty-third Infantry, 
started from Fl Pardo tb attack the 
natives. 

Bayless moved up the valley, while 
Allaire moved down, hoping to catch 
the enemy in«the center. They suc- 
ceeded in clearing the valley,.but the 
enemy. took to the hills. During the 
advance Allaire saw one of the brig- 
ands about to shoot an.American of- 
ficer.

Next day the attack was resumed, 
and Bayless, in a position part way 
up the hills, where he had the rebels 
in range, opened a hot fire and drove 
them from their lower trenches and 
a considerable distance up the heights, 
The Americans made no attempt to 
hold the captured position, but re-.

Probably after 
the end of the fighting the highwaymen 
will be more numerous, because the 
members of Aguinaldo’s army who 
have lived for years with guns in their 
hands, have acquired a taste for bush 
life and would rather continue as 
highwaymen than return to work. 
“Cavalry is greatly needed here. The 
country, when dry, is superb for cav- 
alry operations. The insurgents have 
none. One of their strong points is their 
ability to retreat rapidly. Cavalry could 
overtake them, and hopelessly scatter 
and punish them,

BUFFALO (N. Y.,) Aug. 31.—The 
eighteenth annual conference of the 
International Law Association opened 
today with scarcely a score of dele- 
gates. present. In the audience were 
the wives and daughters of a number 
of British lawyers. The conference 
was called to order by Joseph G. 
Alexander, Q.C., of London. Sir Wil- 
liam S. Kennedy presided at-the meet- 


ing. Senator Charles F. Manderson 
acted in the capacity of honorary 
president. Sherman Rogers delivy- 


ered the address of welcome. 

Officers were elected as follows: Sir 
Richard E. Webster, Attorney-General 
for England, president; Senator C. E, 
Manderson of Nebraska, honorary 
Hon. Sir William 8S. Ken- 
nedy, president of the eighteenth con- 
ference; W. C. Endicott, Judge of the 
Supreme Court of Massachusetts; Ban- 
croft Davis and’ Carl Schurz,: vice- 
presidents for the United States: Rt. 
Hon. Sir John Tubbuck, treasurer; 
James Alexander and George CC. Philli- 
more, both of London, secretaries. 

Hon. Sir William Kennedy delivered 
his inaugural address. He spoke

with the direction of the Brussels con- 
ference in 1895, presented a scheme 
for the formation of the court of in- 
ternational arbitration. 

The conference cordially thanks the 
committee for the care with which It 
has completed the work intrusted to 
it, directs that the scheme be-«printed 
in the proceedings of the conference, 
and commegds it to public notice as the 
association's eontribution to the fur- 
ther elucidation of the question. 

The conference recommended that the 
various members labor in their re- 
spective countries: (A.) _To procure 
the early ratification of The Hague con- 
vention relative to the sottioment of 


international differences. (B.) To pro- 
mote treaties between two or more 
states agreeing to submit their differ- 
ences to arbitration under the provis- 
ions of the convention. 

The conference decided that a special 
committee be appointed to examine in 
detail the provisions of The Hague 
convention, and prepare a report there- 
on for the next conference. The reso- 
lutions were taken up one by one, after 
brief addresses touching their import 
and value. 

Charles H. Butler read a paper on

The Transvaal’s note to 
Great Britain offering the five-year 
franchise and the other concessions, 
was strongly worded and explained 
that the concessions were made with 
a sincere desire to fully settle all dif- 
ferences, to put an end to strained re- 
-jations and to avert a disastrous war, 
therefore, a prompt answer was re- 
quested. | 

The note of Conyngham Green, in 
reply was conciliatory and tantamount 
to an acceptance of the five years of- 
fered.

Amount of Gold on Hend in the

treasury statement shows that the 
amount of net gold on hand is $247,- 
880,601. This is the largest amount on 
hand at one time in the history of the 
department, the next largest amount 
having been $246,373,026 on December 
31, 1898. The situation is accounted for 
by the fact that during the last two 
weeks or more the revenues of the gov- 
ernment, of which from 80 to 80 per 
cent. are paid in gold, have largely 
exceeded the expenditures.

DEWEY’S CHINESE. 
Part of the Olympia’s Crew May not 
Land at New York.

NEW YORK, Aug. 31.—A special to | 


the Herald from Washington says 
that under the Chinese exclusion law 
some members of the crew of the 
Olympia wao served with such credit 
in the battle of Manila Bay as to win 
special commendaticn from Admiral 
Dewey in a letter to tue Navy De- 
partment, may not be allowed to set 
foot on shore when his flagship 
reaches New York. 

In the battle with the Spanish ficet 
they were assigned to duty in pass- 
ing ammunition, and performing other 
duties connected with fighting the 
ship, and every one of them @#id his 
task well enough for Admiral Dewey, 
who even suggested that, if pogsible, 
they be admitted to American citizen- 
ship. 

His letter was referred to the 
Treasury Department. The Secretary 
replied that although he greatly re- 
gretted the fact there was no way in 
which the law could be waived. The 
Chinese in the Olympia’s crew could 
not be admitted to the United, States 
unless they had been lawfully in’ this 
country at the time of their enlist- 
ment. 
the officials of the Treasury Depart- 


“ment and it will be the duty of Col- 


lector of Customs Bidwell of New 
York to prevent the Chinese members 
of the Olympia’s crew from leaving 
the ship while she is in New York 
Harbor. 

Under the law, a naval vessel is part 
of the soil of the country, and tech- 
nically, if any of them were enlisted 
in San Francisco they have not been 
out of the United States while serv- 
ing on the Olympia. 

‘It is not probable, however, that 
any action would be taken by the 
treasury officials should the Chinese 
be allowed to land on the supposition 
that they are legally entitled to rec- 
side in the United States.

[ASSOCIATED TRESS NIGHT REPORT.] 
WASHINGTON, Aug. 31.—The Secretary: of 
the Navy has directed that all estimates for 
the reauirements for the naval rvice next 
year shall be submitted by tomorrow, Septem- 
ber t, thus giving him three months for co- 
ordinating them for submission 
Accordingly the several naval bureaus have 
been active of late prepafing their final figures, 
with the exception of 
those relating to armor and ordnance, will be 
in hand tomorrow.

NEW MONEY OKDERS. 


PRESENT FORM TO BE CHANGED IN 
DOMESTIC USE. 


The “Liability to Make Mistakes Will 
Ne Greatiy Lessened and a Sav- 
ing of Time Effected—Discrep- 
ancies Have Been a Source of 
Annoyance to Postmasters and 

Remitters. 


[Washington Times:] The Postoffice 
Department has adopted a new form 


of domestic money order, which wil 


introducéa gradaully, or as supplies of 
the old. form hecome exhaustéd, atithe 
various postoffices throughout the coum. 
try. after the 4th of Seotember. 

The new form is somewhat smarter 
than the order now In use. Its dimen- 
sions are about those of the érdinary 
bank draft. It has two adjuncts—the 
advice, or notification to be sent by 
the issuing to the paying postmaster, 
is a reproduction of the order through 
the wse of carbonized paper (the man- 
ifold process,» and a receipt for the 
amount, to be furntshed by the issu- 
postmaster to the remitter. 

On™the back of the order a separate 
space has been provided for the stamps 
of banks through which it may be 
passed for collection. 

fn color the order is blue, having a 
light blue ground, with fine, closely 
interlaced tinted lines of geometrical 
lathe-work, of darker shade. In the 
center is an escutcheon bearing the 
words, “Postal money order’’ in shaded 
capital letters of the same two tints of 
blue. The tint of the order and the 
lathe-work will serve to prevent imi- 
tations; but, os an additional safeguard ~ 
against counterfeiting, a horizontal 
water-mark,; composed of the initials U. 
S. M. O., In broad capital letters, has 
been wrought into the paper on which 
the new forms are printed. 

Through the process mentioned (tha 
carbon, or manifold process,) the order 


and the advice are produced simul- 


taneeusly. By the same operation the 
essential particulars of name and payee, - 
date, amount, and place of payment, as 
written in the order, are duplicated, or 
reproduced and made to appeaf in the 
advice precisely as in the order. The 


lability to mistake is thus greatly les- 


sened and a saving of time effected. 
Discrepancies between order and ad- 
vice, which, by entailing additional cor- 
respondence and causing delay in pay- 
ment, have heretofore been a source of 
annoyance to the department and post- 
masters, as well as to remitters and 
payees, are prevented, and absolute 
untformity between the order and ad- 
vice insured... The dispatch of advices, 
which hitherto have not been made out 
until after issue of the orders will also 
be accelerated. 
RECEIPTS WILL BE FURNISHED. 
The receipt, which is to be furnished 
by the issuing postmaster to the fre- 
mitter, showing the number and date 
of the order and the amount for which 
issued, is also, in the main, a repro- 
duction by the carbon process, of the 
writing and stamping on the order, 
hence must necessarily agree there- 


with. The adoption of a receipt has 
not hitherto «been practicable. It 
will tend to popularize the »postal 


money order supplying more than all 
else what was needed to make it, in 
the estimation of the public, @ per- 
fectly satisfactory vehicle for the 
transmission of small sums. ‘Posses- 
sion of the receipt will give the remit- 
ter a feeling. of security. On the back 
of it he may make, for his own con- 
venience, a memorandum of the name 
and address of the person to whom 
the remittance is made and the pur- 
pose for which it is sent. Production 
of the receipt will greatly facilitate 
reference to the records, if it become 
necessary for the remitter to make 
application for a duplicate order. or 
inquiry as to whether the original has 
been paid: and here again a saving 
of :-time will be effected. 

In shape and size the new order is 

deemed a decided improvement over 
any other form of money order hithe 
erto adopted by the department. Its 
dimensions being about those of the 
it may be con- 
veniently handled when mixed with 
different kinds of commercial paper. 
It is believed that the change made In 
this respect will be heartily approved 
by banks and business people gener- 
ally. 
That’ the new order may win fs 
way to public favor by its simplicity, 
clearness, and adaptability, great care 
has been taken to give it this char- 
acter by arrangement of its parts, by 
avoiding surplusage in we text or 
wording, end by using plain type and 
excluding whateyer would be merely 
ornate design. 


HOW THDW SYSTEM HAS GROWN. 


The postal monry-order system, 
from a small beginning in 1864, when 
the number of money-order postoffices 
established in the United States was 
419, has grown to be one of the great 
indispensable agencies of exchange. 
There are now about 30,000 such offices. 
The number of domestic money orders 
in the United” States during 
the past year was over 30,000,000, 
amounting in value to $210,000,000. - 
or 
remittances from places where bank 
exchange is: not so readily obtainable. 
While supplementing facilities for in- 
tercourses between populous centers, 
it has its own special field supplying - 
means for the safe and cheap trans- 
mission of money where other agen- 
cies for the purpose could not be suc- 
cessfulky maintained. . 

In the adoption of the new form of 
order the interests and preferences of 
the system no less than 
economy of administration have been 
duly considered and it is therefore con- 
fidently expected that it will tend to en- 
hance in no small degree the popu- 
larity of this method of making re- 
mittances. It is expected tha..on or 
about January 1 next the fee charged 
for orders will te materially reduced.

STATUS OF PORTO RICO. 

The form of civil government for 
Porto Rico recommended by the in- 
Ssular commission, which has just 
made its report to the Secretary of 
War, is all right, no doubt, as a 
temporary measure, to bridge over 
the pressing exigencies of the present 
Situation. Business conditions in the 
island are in‘a deplorable state of un- 
certainty, and the Spanish judicial 
régime is an abomination, which 
away and utterly 
obliterated at the earliest opportunity. 
It is desir@le, from every point of 
view, that. the chaotic conditions 
which now exist on the island, due in 
large part to the war and its after- 
math, should be replaced by law, and 
reviving industry, and the conditions 
that make for prosperity and progress 
and the happiness of the people. 

But one thing must be borne stead- 
ily in mind in this matter. It is 


this: To Congress, as the direct rep- | 


resentative. of the sovereign will and 
power of the American people, be- 
longs the right, and upon Congress 
rests the responsibility of determining 
the ultimate form of government for 
the island. The recommendations of* 


submitted a report embodying the re- 
sults of its investigations, may con- 
tain many valuable suggestions, and a 
great deal of useful information. This 
will be of much assistance to Con- 
gress, no doubt, in arriving at right 
conclusions in the work of legislating 


it -‘must be borne in mind that 
island is to be governed” by act of 
Congress, and not by a commission. 
The latter's function is advisory, but 
no power save Congress can give its 
recommendations the force of author- 
ity. The commission has _recom- 
mended “a form of civil government 
for the island, to take the place of the 
present military régime,” and has rec- 
ommended that those laws should be 
“placed in operation by the Execu- 
tive’s decree, arguing’ that a Con-. 
gressional enactment of general laws 
would change the status of the island 
toward the United States, and make 
it part of the constitutional territory

This suggestion trenches upon 
is not altogether safe. 
Thére can be no legislating for the 
island of Porto Rico, nor for any other 
territory within the control of the 
United States, except by the Congress 
of the United States. The Executive 
may put into operation, temporarily, 
the plans and recommendations of the 
insular. commission, replacing the 
military government by a semblance 
of civil government, with the mili- 
tary power back of it. To this there 
is no apparent obstacle or objection. 
But all this action will be, and under 
our form of government must be, sub- 
ject to review, amendment, or even 
to reversal by Congress, as the direct 
agent, representative, and exponent of 
the sovereign will of the sovereign

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GOLD NEAR HOME. 
With its fruit, and beet sugar, and 
ans, and wine, and honey, @nd dairy- 
nk and petroleum, Southern California 
might be considered to be more than 
sufficiently favored by nature, not to 
speak of the large and steady crop 
of ‘“‘tenderfeet,’’ who come to exchange 


their good dollars for, the oppor- 
tunity of basking in our excellent 
climate. Southern California has, 


however, yet another great and steadily 
increasing, source of income, which 
most of us are:too apt to belittle or 
ignore. This is gold mining. 
The value of the gold output of South- 
ern California for the year 1898—includ- 
ing Randsburg, just across the line in 
Kern county—was, according to offi- 
cial reports, $3,250,000. A prominent as- 
sayer of this city, who lately returned 
from an extended trip through the sev- 
eral mining camps of Southern Califor- 
nia, informs the editor of the Mining 
Review that the gold output for the 
present year will show a very consider- 
able increase over that of last year. 
He believes that, for the twelve months 
ended June 30 of this year, the value of 
gold mined in Southern California was 
not less than $5,000,000, and that the out- 
put for the twelve months of 1899 will 
be considerable in excess of that figure. 
This is certainly a most encouraging 
showing, when we consider that it is 
only within the past five years that 
mining in Southern California has been 
taken at’ all seriously by the mass of 
our people, and that scarcely a begin- 
ning has yet been made in opening our 
mineral deposits. It looks as if South- 
ern California might not only lead the 
northern part of the State in citrus, 
fruits and petroleum and several other 
important products, but might also, be- 
fore long, run our northern neighbors 
close in their specialty of gold mining. 
If one-tenth of the energy and money 
invested in the frozen North during the 
past couple of years had been put into 
the ground in Southern California, a 
majority of those so investing would 
have been the gainers, and the gold 
output of this section would have been 
nearer fifty millions than five millions, 


PLANT SHADE TREES. 

A correspondent sends The Times 
from Kansas City a clipping from one 
of the local papers, describing a move- 
ment for the planting of trees along 
the streets there, and expresses sur- 
prise that Kansas - City should be 
ahead of Los Angeles in this respect, 
as he says there are more trees planted 
along the streets and drives there than 
here. The city authorities of Kan- 
sas City have undertaken tree-plant- 
ing on a definite and systematic 
plan, having a,city forester, who takes 
charge of the business. The cost of 
planting and cafing for the trees is as- 
sessed to the property-owners in the 
shape of tax bills, unless they prefer 
to pay cash. During the present fall 
over 7000 trees will be planted, at a cost 
of from $2.50 to $3.50 per tree, for trees 
large enough to be of value immedi- 
ately. 

It is, as our correspondent says, Some- 
what remarkable that in a city like 
Los Angeles, where every variety of 
tree belonging to the temperate and the 
semi-tropical zone flourishes to perfec- 
tion. we should in this respect, be be- 
hind cities that are far less favored by 
nature. Will not some of our enter- 
prising citizens, who have a little time 
to spare for the good of the community, 
try to work up a movement for the more 
general planting of shade trees slong 
The Times will «=o all it 
can to help the good work along.

The favorable state of the money 
market is another factor which pre- 
siges a continuance of present pros- 
perous conditions. The current drift 
of internal exchanges shows unusual 
financial strength in the great interior 
region of the country. At this time 
of the year money is usually flowing 
from the meétropolitan banks to their 
country correspondents, with conse- 
quent depletion of the reserves held by 
the New York banks. But this year 
the interior has money sufficient for all 
its needs, including the moving of the 
crops, and is even able to loan money 
to the ast if necessary. As a cense- 
quence, the surplus of reserves of the 
New York banks is steadily rising. 
There is, therefore, no fear of any strin- 
gency in the money market during the 
few weeks remaining in which the do- 
mestic exchanges are likely to rule 
against New York. Mr. Clews says: 


“At the beginning of the summer, 
there were some uncertainties in the 
situation which preduced a degree of 
hesitancy in the securities market and 
made operators the more willing to 
take a. breathing spell after several 
successive months of extraordinary ex- 
citement. Those obstacles have now 
disappeared. The crops, taking them as 
a whole, are more than a good average. 
Our grain market may be expected to 
receive the stimulus of another season 
of short crops in other countries; and, 
judging from the present temper of 
business on the Produce Exchange, it 
seems possible that while the quantity 
of our exportable surplus of cereals 
may not fully equal that of the last two 
seasons, yet their aggregate value may 
easily approximate that of either of 
those years. So that appearances in- 
dicate the probability of a continuance 
of the remarkable creditor foreign bal- 
ances that have marked the fiscal years 
1897-8,and 1898-9. These are prospects 
the importance of which it is not easy 
to exaggerate. 

“Prosperous conditions continue 
throughout the land, and the wave ad- 
vances rather than recedes, with bright 
prospects ahead. A larger number of 
workingmen are employed today on 
terms satisfactory to themselves and 
their employers than ever before in the 
national history. Discontent is no- 
where justifiably to be found. It is 
true grievances creep out occasionally 
here and there, but they are not of 
serious consequence. The demand has 
fairly caught up to the supply in 
everything. There is little selling 
ahead. The business of the country is 
on a legitimate basis and devoid of 
boom, which is the best evidence of its 
substantial and lasting character.

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“JOHNNY” McLEAN i 


T‘HE Democratic candidate for gov- 
ernor of Ohio is named John Ran- 
dolph McLean. He is generally 

called Johnny, and he is several kinds 


of a daisy, but not.of the sweet-smell- 


ing variety. Although Johnny appears 
to be not much over 50 years of age, 
the present generation cannot remem- 
ber when he did not exude an unpleas- 
ant odor on Ohw politics. He was born 
to inherit a considerable fortune. His 
father, Washington McLean, owned 
the Cincinnati Enquirer, and Johnny 
was given the management of it 
about twenty-five years ago. - The 
Enquirer was. the original yellow jotr- 
nal: Under the management of Johnny 
it became about the best and worst 
newspaper in the United States— 
the best because of its enterprise 
in the collection -of news, and the 
worst because of its low, base and 
venal policy, its frequent denunciation 
and ridicule of all that was good and 
pure, and its agvocacy and support of 
nearly everything that was immoral 
and bad. Johnny has been a success- 
ful money-maker all his life. He has 
subordinated everything else to that 
sordid passion. He has been untrue to 
friends and to foes. He never had a 
friend that he would not deceive and 
cheat when it suited his purpose to do 
so, and he never had an enemy that he 
would not forgive and reward, if he 
could make a point by so doing. 


It is safe to say that there are thous- 
ands of old line Democrats in Ohio to- 
day who never scratched a ticket in 
their lives, who are hilariously de- 
lighted at the prospect of being able to 
get even with Johnny McLean to 
The 
friends of Thurman, Pendleton, Groes- 
beck, Durbin, Ward and of other Demo- 
cratic chiefs, whom Johnny, in the days 
that are past, but not forgotten, be- 
trayed, reviled and humiliated, “won't 
do a thing’ to him when the ballot 
boxes ar ready for business in Novem- 
ber next. Thurman would have been 
nominated for President instead of 
Cleveland by the Democratic conven- 
tion of 1884 if Johnny McLean had not 
proved traitor and broken the Ohio 
delegation at the vital moment. No 
wonder the ‘‘old Roman” in his indig- 
nation and exasperation soon after- 
ward declared that when an Ohio man 
reached a height of four feet and a 
half McLean wanted to cut a few 
inches off his legs. 


Money is McLean’s: god, and natur- 
ally he feels that with money he can 
effect anything. There not much 
doubt that through the use of money, 
placed as he knows how to place it, he 
secured the Democratic nomination for 
Governor .of Ohio, and through the vse 
of money no doubt he expects to be 
elected next November. But the strik- 
ers and political birds of prey, who 
fancy they are going to have one long, 
joyous picnic at McLean’s expense from 
now until the evening of election day, 
will probably be disappointed. McLean 
is thrifty. He does not waste money. 
He is a splendid promiser and not ad- 
verse to putting up a moderately rea- 
sonable sum to capture a delegation to 
a convention, or buy a State committee, 
but for steady and gopious expenditure 
he is not d@o-be relied upon. He is, in 
fact, what veteran horsemen call a 
“quitter.”” He scares easily. The con- 


ing effect upon him. This was illus- 
trated a few years ago when he sought 
to purchase the New York Journal and 
establish a metropolitan organ. He se- 
cured an option on the Journal from 
Albert Pulitzer, its then proprietor. 
He announced that he was ready to 
spend a million dollars in the enter- 
prise, and he named some New York 
papers that he was going to drive from 
the field. He ran the Journal four 
months, and then ran himself. He 
spent $54,000, then took flight and aban- 
doned the enterprise. Then it was that 
young Hearst took the Journal, and 
whatever may be thought of its meth- 
ods, it is admitted that he has made 
a success of it. 

Johnny’s character in Cincinnati, the 
city of his birth, can hardly be referred 
to itn the columns of a_ respectable 
newspaper. He has not spent in Cin- 
cinnati, nor in the State of Ohio, two 
weeks altogether in fifteen years. It 
is but simple justice to him to say that 
since his marriage,- the orgies that 
disgraced his private life while he was 
a bachelor have been discontinued. In 
fact it is said by people who have am- 
ple opportunity to. know that McLean 
miakes a model husband. His wife is 
a woman of refinement and culture, a 
daughter of the late Gen. Edward Fitz- 
gzérald Beale. She accompanied Mc- 
Lean to-Cincinnaw as a bride, 
mained there four days, returned to 
Washington and has not been in Cin- 
cinnati since. There were many rea- 
sons why life in Cincinnati could not 
be pleasant for her. McLean is much 
better known personally in Washington 
than he is in Ohio. He finds lVife in 
Washington pleasanter also. He be- 
longs to several good clubs in Wash- 
ington and New York, but he was ex- 
pelled from all the clubs he belonged 
to in Cincinnati: about sixteen years 
ago. He has resided steadily in Wash- 
ington for fifteen years, though main- 
taining a legal residence in Ohio. 

Of course McLean is Known most 
widely on account of his proprietorship 
of the Cincinnati Enquirer, one of the 
most widely circulated newspapers in 
United States. Although con- 
ducting that paper at long range, it 
bears the stamp of his personality as 
strongly as the New York Herald does 
that of James Gordon Bennett of Paris, 
and as‘ did the old Chicago Times that 
of the late Wilbur F. Story. The En- 
quirer, however, is by no means, the 
most important of McLean's property 
interests. He is rated at about $15,- 
000,000, which is largely invested in gilt- 
edged securities, gas and street rail- 
road stocks being his specialty, § al- 
though he has large interests in divi- 
dend-paying railroad shares. He is 
not much of a speculator, but occas- 
ionally takes a chance in new things 
and helps to develop them. 
eral proposition he prefers putting his 
money into established properties at a 
hich figure, to gambling on uncertain- 
ties. This is passing strange, too, for 
during his -bachelor days he was a 
high-rolling sport who loved the ¢x- 
citement of bie niay. He lives in an 
historic old mansion on the corner of 
Fifteenth and I streets, Washington, 
directly across the street from Cham- 
berlain’s. and in the same block as the 
Shoreham Hotel, owned by ex-Vice- 
Pr&sident Morton. MeLean owns the 
entire square, excepting the Shoreham, 
with a frontage on Vermdnt avenue 
facing the Arlington Hotel, of 090 or €C0 
feet.

In the fullness of time, McLean will 
inherit another splendid fortune from 
his mother. the widow of the late 
Washington McLean. Johnny has a 
great-fancy for Washington property. 
We has not-invested in much of the 


evaluable tmproved property, except the 


old Shepherd mansion, but years ago 
set abaut getting hold of cheaper unim- 
proved lots largely held by colored peo- 
ple who had “squatted” there during 
the civil war, and held possession. <A 
great majority of these owners or 
possessors held their lots at fancy 
figures, but about the time that Mc- 
Lean took a notion, he would like to 
invest im that part of the city, they 
discovered they would have no trouble 
in borrowing money from two or three 
real estate firms.

touch with the Cincinnati establish- 
ment, and most of the editorials ap- 
pearing in the paper are written in 
Washington. Nothing ‘goes on about 
the Enquirer that he does not know. 
McLean treats himself we'l and be- 
grudges no money spent for his per- 
sonal comfort. A story is told illustra- 
tive of this which- will bear repeating. 
It is of a personal attendant who had 
endeared himself to the millionaire by 
relieving him of all possiblé petty de- 
tails about his house and about him- 


self. The man made himself useful to” 


Johnny in a hundred ways, and came 
to be relied upon for everything in 
which the element of comfort entered. 
One day a coal merchant came to Mc- 
Lean with a report that the man had 
made a dishonest proposition, which 
involved the swelling of the bill for 
coal a hundred dollars or such a mat- 
ter. After the merchant had said his 
say McLean turned to him angrily and 
said: 

“Why did you come to me with that 
story?” 

“Why?” repeated the merchant; “I 
thought you would want to know it 
and rid yourself of a dishonest em- 
ployé.”’ 

“Well,” said McLean, wearily, “I 
suppose your logic would be correct, 
but I would give a thousand dollars 
not to have heard this particular re- 
port. I will have to discharge this man, 
of course, now that his dishonesty has 
been called to my attention in a way 
that cannot be ignored, but I would 
not care if he stole from me every day 
so long as I did not find it out. He is 
the most useful man I ever had about 
me, and I will never find another like 
him. I wish the devil had taken you 
before it had occurred to you to pay 
me this visit. Whenever I reach home, 
day or night, he meets me with my 
slippers and smoking .jdacket, relieves 
me of my wraps and shoes, gives me 
my letters and papers, tells me every- 
thing I want to know about the people 
who have called, and does everything 
that ingenuity and good judgment 
could suggest for my comfort. It’s a 
pretty rough thing to say, but I wish 
you would leave my house, and I 
never want to. see you again.” This 
merely illustrates the heavy selfish 
end of the man. 

McLean is the principal owner of the 
Washington Gas Light Company. It is 
a great money-maker, and a monop- 
oly. The company charges $1.50 a thous- 
and feet for gas, and for years Con- 
gress has been trying to reduce the 
price to $1. It was considered necessary 
by the company to maintain a costly 
lobby at each session of Congress to 
prevent legislation. A couple of years 
ago. Johnny took the lobbying in hand 
himself. The House had passed a bill 
reducing the price of gas in the Dis- 
trict of Columbia to $l-a thousand feet. 
The bill was pending in the Senate. 
One day McLean met the late Senator 
Harris of Tennessee on, Pennsylvania 
avenue. Harris was a bluff, hard- 
swearing, straightforward, honest and 
simple-minded man. He was the rank- 
ing Democrat on the District- of Co- 
lumbia committee, the @mmittee that 
has jurisdiction of all legislation relat- 
ing especially to Washington. McLean 
shook hands with the Senator and told 
him that he was making an elaborate 
study of the free-coinage question, and 
that he regarded it as the future great 
issue in American politics, ‘‘And,” said 
he, “by the way, I am told that the 
Bimetallic League is doing some good 
work. How are you off for funds to 
send out documents?” Harris told him 
the league had no funds and its work 
was consequently retarded. “Come in 
here,” said McLean, as they reached a 
store, ‘“‘and I will make a contribution.” 
He gave Harris a check for a thous- 
ami dollars. The Senator went off to 
the Capitol, called the free-coinage Sen- 
ators about him in the cloakroom, 
exhibited the check and extolled Mc- 
Lean as a patriot. A couple of weeks 


|} later Harris and McLean again met, 


and McLean gave the Senator another 
check for a thousand dollars to help 
spread free-coinage literature. Harris 
again extolled Johnny to his free-coin- 
age colleagues. A couple of weeks later 
Johnny appeared in the room of the 
Committee on the District of Colum- 
bia, and his face looked long, and his 
voice was sad. He told Senator Harris 
that because of his advocacy of free 
coinage, some of the rich people of 
Washington were trying to ruin him 
by destroying property values in which 
he was interested. Harris became prop- 
erly indignant. McLean complained the 
House had passed a bill that would 
cripple the gas company. He was the 
largest owner, and the measure was 
aimed at him. The bill was now be- 
fore Harris's committee and he wanted 
to explain about it. Harris of course 
was certain that McLean was a victim 
of gold-bug persecution. He swore a 
mighty oath that McLean should be 
protected and that the obnoxious bill 
should never leave his committee, and 
it didn’t. After the adjournment’ of 
Congress, Johnny, at Chamberlain's one 
night, was having fun with some pro- 
fessional lobbyists. He told how the gas 
company for ten years paid $12,000 to 
prevent gas legislation at each ‘ses- 
sion of Congress, but that when he 
took the matter in,hand himself it 
only cost the company $2000. This, per- 
haps. throws sgsidelight on 
Johnny's fondness for free coinage. 


McLean, conducting. the Enquirer, 
and Murat Halstead, conducting the 
Commercial Gazette, maintained a 
fierce feud for several years. . Hal- 
stead, a brilliant, honest, dashing, im- 
provident man, was no match in the 
long run for McLean, and his subter- 
ranean methods. But Halstead made 
it very warm for Johnny, and on a few 
occasions. once at Saratoga, went to 
the trouble of slapping his face. Hal- 
stead received upward of $200,000 a 
year for several years in revenues 
from the Commercial Gazette, but he 
could svend five times that sum much 
easier than he could live on his ‘in- 
come. ‘Halstead, when he needed 
money, and notwithstanding his hand- 
some income, he nearly always needed 
money. made it a practice to hypothe- 
cate his stock in the Commercial Ga- 
zette Company. McLean found this 
out. and cautiously, quietly he got 
Halstead’s stock and 
finally exiled him from Cincinnati to 
Brooklyn. /It ‘is. understood that 
Johnny now owns the Commercial 
Gazette as well as the Enquirer, one 
being Republican and the other Demo- | 
cratic.

McLean, was a candi- 
Gate for a mayoralty nomination in 
Cincinnati. .He had a_e crowd 
claquers to shout for him in the con- 
vention hall. Some of ‘his shouters 
did not know how to pronounce his 
name properly, and one fellow in par- 


ticular kept yelling ‘“‘Wash. McLean, 


Wash. McLean,” at the top of his voice, 
making a sound as if he were sayin 
“Wash me clean.” An old citizen 0 
Cincinnati who knew McLean well, 
and was not supporting his mayoralty 
pretensions, replied to the claquer by 
Saying: “Impossible, my friend; there 
is not enough water in the Ohio River 
to do it.”

McLean’s capture of the gubernato- 
rial riomination, and his absolute con- 
trol of the machinery of the Demo- 
cratic party in*Ohio, means that the 
Ohio delegation will not be for Bryan 
in the national convention next year. 
McLean belongs to Arthur P. Gor- 
man’s school, and will be found with 
Gorman in all his political enterprises. 
McLean was a candidate for the Vice- 
Presidential nomination in ‘'96, but 
Bryan informed his friends that Mc- 
Lean would never do.

SERGT. F. V. GORDON. 


A SIGNAL MAN TALKS OF THE WAR 
IN LUZON. 


Impressions of Aguinaldo—Compli- 
ment for Gen. E. 8S. Otis and 
His Work—Filipino Tricks—The 
“Red-Legs’’—Intelligent Views. 


[Riverside Press, August 31:7] It is 
one tHing to witness stirring scenes 
and take part in history-making ad- 
ventures, but few have the happy fac- 
ulty of telling of them as interest- 
ingly as Sergt. F. V. Gordon, who Is 
visiting the family of J. J. Hewitt. 

Sergt. Gordon was Gen. MacArthur's 
chief telegraph operator, and had an 
even twelve months’ service in the 
Philippines. He arrived home from 
the islands July 14, after a most de- 
lightful voyage. 

A Press reporter had a pleasant chat 
with Sergt. Gordon this afternoon, and 
a few of his entertaining sketches are 
repeated, as nearly as they can be re- 
membered. 

“Aguinaldo is certainly a remarka- 
bly smart man. Before the Filipinos 
became hostile, he visited our head- 


chats with him several times. He is 
Short even for a Filipino, being not 
much over five feet tall. But he is 
wiry, and has a bright, keen face, He 
is a great orator, and can discount 
even Bryan. I had the pleasure of at- 
ptending a reception which he gave at 

San Fernando While relations were 
friendly with his people. He shone 
there as a social light, as well as the 
Filipino dictator. 

“While the Filipinos are a small race 
physically, there is a dwarf race in 
the mountains several sizes smaller. 
These people are never seen in the 
large towns. They still use bows and 
arrows as weapons, and it is likely 
our soldiers will have to subjugate 
them as they penetrate the interior. 
The companies of archers put forward 
in the first two or three battles with 
our troops disappeared soon aftefward, 
and we never knew whether they took 
to the mountains or to more effective 
weapons. 

“I can’t say that I admire the climate 
of the islands, though it is not as un- 
healthy as often reported. For instance, 
| number of children belonging to 
officers’ families are there, and have 
been singularly free from the maladies 
which affected them at home. The 
_- season is not a misnomer, like 

he California rainy season. It rains 
all the time, practically three months, 
and for two months rain and sunshine 
alternate. One can be as comfortable 
in Manila as in California if he isn’t 
fighting Filipinos—and he can have 
lots of fun, too. . 

“It is far from an ideal country for 
a campaign. The constant rains and 
the character of the country give the 
enemy all the advantage. But our 
boys always made the best of their 
surroundings. When fighting in the 
rice fields, they would roll up in their 
ponchos and sleep finely in two or 
three inches of water. It would be a 
little disconcerting, 
fellow’s head rolled off the rock he 
was using for a nillow. Sometimes a 
soldier would hunt a grave and sleep 
finely in it. The native graves are 
built in big stone walls. When in- 
terred the body is cemented up. But 
if the corpse’s friends do not come to 
time with the rent money, the bones 
are unceremoniously dumped out and 
the cavity rented to some new corpse. 
The discarded bones were much in evi- 
dence.”’ 

When asked how long it would prob- 
ably take to subdue the rebellious -na- 
tives, Sergt.. Gordon said: “With the 
65,000 men that Gen. Otis is to have, 
the backbone of the rebellion should 
be broken in three or four months. 
Gen. Otis is’ a very competent officer, 
reports to the contrary notwithstand- 
ing. And with the constantly widening 
experience he is getting, he is probably 
doing better than any man who would 
be sent to the islands.” 

[Sergt. Gordon's estimate of Maj.-Gen. 
Otis is intelligent, correct and just. 
He makes also a favorable mention of 
Brig.-Gen. H. G. Otis and his services.] 

“Tell us about the amigos’ tricks,” 
said Dr. Roblee. 
them the speaker related: 

“They are foxy people, the Filipinos. 
They had one little trick that worked 
quite a number of times before it was 
discovered. The Filipino would don a 
white suit and then put on a uniform 
of gray over it. He would then ro tn 
and fight. When he got tired or hun- 
gry, the first thing he did was to peel 
off the outer garb and come jinto the 
city as a friendly native. Usually they 
received a rood ration of rice for their 
friendly sentiments. But we found 
them out when dead men were found 
in the trenches with the two suits of 
clothes on. Aguinaldo had crack 
regiment dressed all in red, but they 
were pretty nearly all exterminated in 
the first battle, and red trousers were 
common souvenirs. 

“The insurgents are getting to be 
pretty good shooters. The reason 80 
many more of them are killed than of 
our men is because they fight in close 
order, while our men'‘take no chances.” 
[This is not a very accurate or intelll- 
gent. statement of the case, and this 
well-informed soldier may not have 
been correctly reported on this point. 
The Filipinos do not “fight in ciose or- 
der’ as a rule, and our men do “take 
chances'’—risky chances, and manv of 
them. From the outset they have been 
in the habit of advancing upon well- 
constructed and formidable field works 
and dense jungles” swarming with 
armed foes, defeating and driving them 
out in every instance, and always With 
severer losses than are sustained by 
the attacking force, notwithstanding 
their greater exposure and the mani- 
fest advantages under which. the as- 
sailants have fought.—Ed. Times.]

WHY MEAT IS DEAR. 


Secretary Wilson Says Beef is High 
Because Grass is Scarce. 
[Interview in Washington Times:] “I 
did not return frim a six weeks’ tour 
over the Northwestern and. Pacific 
States to talk gbout the Philippines 


and politics,”’ said Secretary James . 


Wilson to a Times reporter yesterday. 
“I went from Washington city to St. 
Paul and from there looked over the 
fields to Seattle and the Pacific Coast 
to ascertain wherein the Department of 
Agriculture could make itself helpful to 
the farmer. I must say that my trip 
has been full of instruction, and I am 
hopeful it will be prolific of good re- 
sults. 

“The agricultural industries of the 
West are doing well, as a general thing, 
but it is my desire to lay the founda- 
tion for better things to come, since 
there is plenty of room for improve- 
ment in many localities where I have 
just been. I gave special attention to 
the beef question and I want to tell you 
the true reasons why western meat has 
advanced in price.--The prime cause 
of dear meat is, first, the home de- 
mand, and, second the fact that dur- 
ing the last few years there has been 
an indiscriminate grazing of cattle pere 
mitted, whereby more than half the 
feeding ground has been impoverished 
and in a great many places reduced to 
deserts. The domestic cattle produc- 
ing States have all suffered in this re- 
spect, and until these cattle plains are 
rejuvenated with the more nutritious 
grasses the great remedy for dear meat 
in this country will not have been ap- 
plied. The meat producing animals 
are not keeping pace with the growth 
of the country. Another factor in the 
high price of beef is the demand for it 
in Europe where the price has also 
gone.up. In view of all these condi- 
tions the advance in. meat could not be 
avoided. I studied this matter with 
care, and believe that the Department 
of Agriculture can give important as- 
sistance toward restoring these graz- 
ing fields to their former condition. I 
told the cattle raisers that if they 


would put limeal or liginous plants into 
the soil, restoring to it the nitrogen... 


avhich it had lost, it would furnish 
something profitable every year instead 
of every other year. It is my inten- 
tion to immediately detail experts of 
this department upon this most im- 
portant subject, and the farmers’ bulle- 
tins will hereafter make this question 
an essential feature and cover all the 
points of study and practical experi- 
ments that are valuable to cattle rais- 


“In the valleys of the mountain State 
there is entirely too much unfertile 
land. The cause of this is too much 
alkali im the soil, which is the result 
of ignorance of the laws of irriga- 
tion. Congress made a large appropria- 
tion to remedy this evil and to im- 
prove irrigation. Dr. Whitney of the 
Department of Agriculture is doing ev- 
erything possible for these unneces- 
sary deteriorated valleys. 

“The last of the great timbers of 
the West I viewed with distress. The 
scientists of this department are & 
unit in the opinion that our great west- 
ern forests have been destroyed unwise- 
ly. Fires are still allowed to destroy 
great forests, and sheep eat the young 
trees that are trying to spfing up. 
A number of foresters from the depart- 
ment are out there studying these con- 
ditions. Much of this timber is ex- 
ported to China to build railroads and 
to Puget Sound for all purposes.” 

The manufacture of beet sugar, ir- 
rigation, and forestry are three things 
pertaining to the West in which the 
Agricultural Department is deeply in- 
terested, the Secretary said, and the 
trip was made mainly to gather in- 
formation regarding these. He visited 
a number of beet-sugar factories and 
studied the details of their workings, 
the tonnage of beets raised, the per- 
centage jof sugar obtained, cost of 
manufacture, etc. The Secreatry be- 
lieves that it is important to get just 
as much as possible out of each prod- 
uct. and he suggests that from the 
beet product there could not only be 
made the sugar, but the pulp should 
be used in the dairy to increase the 
butter product. There is, he said, no 
doubt in his mind that this could be 
successfully done. He is convinced that 
the production of sugar cane in some 
of the Western States could be made @ 
profitable industdy, for, wlile beet 
sugar could be produced for approx- 
imately 3% cents per pound, cane sugar 
could be made for 2 cents. By the 
introduction and successful raising of 
cane these States would be given an- 
other” profitable crop to the planters 
and another paying industry would be 


“While the present tariff,” said the 
Secretary, “gives a fair profit to the 
producer, yet it cam be clearly re- 
alized that it should be.the aim of 
all to lessen the expense of produc- 
tion so as to meet a situation which 
might arise should some subsequent 
administration lessen the protection 
to the producers. Should the effort now 
‘being made to open the ports of the 
China Sea to the agricultural products 
of this country-be successful, the farm- 
ers of the Pacific Coast would be great- 
ly profited by reason of a good mar- 
ket for a largely-increased production.”

NEW LICENSE MEASURE, 


ALL VEHICLES, FROM BICYCLES TO 
TRUCKS, TO BE TAXED. 


Receipts to Be Used Exclysively to 
Pay for Street Work—No WNew 
Policemen—Financial Budget Al- 
most Completed—Park Force to 
Work on Short Time. 


“Muless the members of the City 
Council change their present plans with 
reference to the effort to increase the 
revenue of the city, which is not at all 
probable, there will be enacted within a 
few weeks, possibly a week from next 
Monday, an ordinance requiring all 
owners of Vehicles, of whatever de- 
scription, public or private, to pay 
thereon a license tax for their use. This 
ordinance will include almost every- 
thing that runs of wheels now used in 
the city, except street cars, already 
licensed. The money collected as 
licenses on vehicles is to be devoted 
exclusively to the expenses of keeping 
the streets of the city in proper repair, 
to pay for the work of filling holes in 
the ‘streets, to maintain a serviceable 
street-sweeing force, in short. to re- 
lieve the city treasury of as much of 
the cost of general street work as pos- 
sible. It is not expected that the re- 
ceipts from this source will be suffi- 
cient to pay all the street expenses, 
but as the vehicles create this expense 
by wearing out the streets the 
Council proposes that thes® who own 
them shall pay a greater share toward 
making repairs than those property- 
owners who pay taxes and never use 
the streets except as pedestrians. 

The proposition to enact a vehicle 
license ordinance is not new in this city 
for it has been under discussion from 
time to time in the City Council for 
In looking about 
for some means to increase the reve- 
nues of the city, the members of the 
Finance Committee were long ago re- 
minded that several of the larger cities 


in the East derived quite a revenue | 


from a vehicle tax, and it was sug- 


gested that this city might also prorit | 


by such a law. Letters were sent to 


several eastern cities requesting copies 


of the laws in force on this subject, and 
que a number of responses were re- 
ceived. The ordinance adopted in In- 
dianapolis was found to be best 
adapted to conditions existing here, and 
that: ordinance has been closely ex- 
amined from time to time by different 
members of the City Council. 


Although the necessity for more reve- | 
nue has existed for some time it was | 


not until the present fimancia! situation 
confronted the Council that 
ter was taken up seriously. In the 
preparation of the annua! financial 
budget the Finance Committee and 
other members of the Council found 
that it would not only be necessary 
to reduce department allowances to the 
lowest extreme, buf that a number of 
improvements, admittedly necessary, 
would have to be abandoned because 
there is not enough money in sight to 
carry the city through the fiscal year 
unless such reductions are made. After 
practically completing the apportion- 
ments it was found by the Councilmen 
that they. must again reduce some of 
the allowances already agreed to or 
else face a certainty of a great short- 
age at the end of the fiscal year with 
nothing in reserve for such emergen- 
cies as arose last winter. It was, of 
course, impossible to increase the rate 
of taxation, for the charter limits the 
levy for general purposes to.$1 on each 
$100 valuation, and that limit has been 
years, al! above 
the $1 in the levy being for interest and 
sinking funds. The almost completed. 
budget had to be gone over again an! 
other reductions made; and it was

vehicle tax ordinance was again pro- 
posed, with the result that.a majority 
of the members of the Council have 
agreed to support such a measure. This 
decision was reached yesterday after 
the Councilmén had worked for sev- 
eral hours on the apportionment to the 
departments, 

‘The ordinance is to be drafted at 
once. It will contain provtsions for a 
. graduated scale of licenses, the exact 
limits of which have not been deter- 
mined. The Indianapolis ordinance 
will be followed only. as-to its general 
form, and the nates of license charged 
there will not be imposed here. There 
the highest license is £25 per annum, 


but it is expected that none of .the 
licenses here will approach’ that 
amount. 


The new ordinance wit? be of particu- 
lar interest to wheelmen as the man- 
ner of its enforcement will, it 4s 
theught, protect them to,a certain de- 
‘gree against bicycle thieves It is 
proposed to exact a license fee of 50 
cents a year, payable-in advance, from 
each owner of a bicycle. If the pres- 
ent plan is followed, a wheelman upon 
paving ‘his license will state the num- 
ber and make of his wheel, and this will 
be placed of record on the license book. 
He will receive a metal tag or strip so 
made that it can not be removed from 
one wheel and placed upon another, 
each tag being numbered, and fastened 
to the bicycle in a conspicuous place. 
The number will be made the promi- 
nent feature of the tag, and when a 
wheel is stolen, if it is kept in the city, 
the owner will only have to report the 
number of his license tag to the police 
and by observing the numbers the offi- 
cers may be better, able to find stolen 
wheels Pawn brokers anfi_ second- 
hand dealers will be notified that a 
wheel of such a make and number and 
bearing a license tag of a certain num- 
ber has been stolen, and few of them 
would care to purchase it. 

The license to be charged for using 
other vehiclesqwill be more of course, 
the highest licénse being imposed upon 
such vehicles as cause the greatest 
wear and tear to the streets, and the 
lowest to the light buggies. 


ALMOST COMPLETED. 


Finance Committee's Coming Report 
oh Apportionments. 

The members of the Finance Com- 
mittee and other members of the City 
Council spent nearly six hours yes- 
terday in an effort to complete the city 
financial budget for the fiscal year. 
Late in the afternoon they had almost 
finished the task, and although a pum- 
ber of important items remain unset- 
tled, an agreement was reached as to 
most of the matters which have given 
the members the most trouble. The 
report of the Finance Committee will 
probably be completed today, and un- 
til then not all of the departments will 
be able to learn what has been allowgd 
them. 

One of the most important questions 
before the members was that of the 
proposed increase in the size of the 
police force. Up to yesterday it had 
been almost agreed that ten additional 
patrolmen were to be allowed. At yes- 
terday’s session it was discovered that 
the previous computations of expenses 
would be certain to leave the city at 
the end of the fiscal year with a larger 
shortage on hand than at the close of 
last year, and therefore the necessity 
arose for even greater reductions than 
had been made before. The police mat- 
ter was discussed at length, and it was 
argued that inasmuch as the depart- 
ment is to receive a signal system this 
year, which, according to the Chief's 
report, will increase the efficiency of 
the force from 30 to 50 per cent., the 
department could wait another year 
for an increase. It was finally decided 
that no new policemen be appointed. 

The allowance to the fire depart- 
ment. as estimated in the geport o 
the City Auditor, was cut $7000. It was 
first proposed to delay the establésh- 
ment of the several new comparme 
for several months, but Chief Moore 
convinced the members that such a 
course would be extremely hazardous, 
inasmuch as large areas of the city are 
without proper fire protection. He 
showed that ladder service Was par- 
ticularly needed in the residence dis- 
tricts, and that it would be impossible 
to give the people the proper service 
without establishing all the new com- 
panies as soon as possible. The plan 
to delay their establishment was aban- 
doned. 

Although the hand sweeping of 
streets in the business section of the 
city has proven a success, it was de- 
cided to allow funds for its continu- 
ance only until November 1.. By that 
time it is thought a sufficient revenue 
will have been received from the pro- 
posed license on vehicles to continue 
this work. 

In the allowance to the Health De- 
partment, $5000 was allowed for the 
construction of a new contagious-dis- 
ease hospital. The necessity for such 
an institution was more keenly felt 
last winter than er ten years, and the 
Councilmen decided to take no chances 
of a repetition of the experiences 
of last winter by not being prepared 
to act promptly in event of a threat- 
ened epidemic. The request for an ap- 
propriation for the creation of the of- 
fice of Assistant Health Officer was re- 
fused. Provision was made for the ap- 
pointment of- one additional sanitary 
inspector, The keeper of the City Hos- 
pital will also be appointed a sanitary 
inspector at a salary of $75 per month. 

The faithful service of Assistant Citv 
Clerk Haskins is to be rewarded by an 
increase in his. salary to $110, his du- 
ties having been greatly increased. No 
additional deputy in the City Clerk’s 
Office will be appointed. 

The urge request of the commer- 
cial organizations of the city that the 
Council provide.a fireproof vault in 
which to store the valuable records of 
the city, Now exposed to danger from 
fire, has not been unheeded. The Coun- 
cil will appropriate $4000 for the con- 
struction of such a vault, the work to 
pein as soon as the contract can be 
et.

WILL REDUCE. EXPENSES. . 


Park Employees to Work on Three- 
quarters Schedule. ? 
| result of the inability of the 

City Council to make an allowance for 

the Park Department sufficiently large 

to employ al! ef the men now working 
in the parks, and rather than discharge 

a great number of men, the Board of 
, Park Commissioners yesterday decided 
in executive session to put all the 
employés on three-quarters time, and 
to dispense with the services of only 
those whose dutics are net such as to 
require skilled work. It had been ex- 
pected that the department would be 
allowed what it asked for, $58,000, and 
that with that amount much proposed 
work could have been done which will 
now have to be abandoned. The to- 
tal allowance which will be made to 
the department will not exceed $54,000, 
and this is not sufficient to maintain 
all the parks with a full force of men 
throughout the year. 

Heretofore it has been the custom 
when funds were low to place the men 
on short time toward the latter end of 
the fiscal year. Last year this rule 
was in force fof several months. This 


AS a 


, year, however, the Board of Park Com- 
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missioners decided to reduce the time 
at the start, so that if it is possible 
ins the spring to give the men full 
time, the parks will be benefited, for 
it is in that season of the year that 
the greatest amount of work ought’ to 
be done. Another reason for this change 
and for the adoption of a short time 
schedule at this time is that if the com- 
ing winter brings the average amount 
of rainfall, there will be less necessity” 
for work in the parks during the win- 
ter, and the enérgies of the entire force 
of men can later be employed in beauti- 
fying the parks. Just who will be dis- 
charged has not been decided upon, but 
as the matter of the employment of 
all the men is in the hands of Park 
Superintendent Garey, he- will doubt- 
less designate those whose services may 
be dispensed with. The change will 
go into, effect at the end of this week. 

A statement was presented at the 
meeting of the Board of Park Commis- 
sioners yesterday morning showing 
that the expenses of the department 
for the month of August amounted to 
$4608.47. The action of Superihtendent

August Building Record, 


The records in the office of Building 
Superintendent Hudson show that dur- 
ing August permits for the erection of 
buildings to the amount of $202,680 
were issued, the value of the buildings 
for that months being second only to 
the record of June, when permits for 
buildings worth $233,302 were issued. 
Last month the value of brick struc- 
tuxes was $44,200; two-story frame 
dwellings, $63,410; one-story structures, 
$25,795; stables and barns, $2995; lodg- 
ing-houses additions, $31,250; 
churches, etc., $31,750; moving, $630; 
miscellaneous, $2550. 


TO PROTECT THE RIVER. 


Health Officer Powers Wants As- 
sistance in Enforcing Law. 

City Health Officer Powers has sug- 
gested to the members of the City 
Council the necessity for so protecting 
portions of the Los Angeles River as to 
make is impossible for owners of live 
stock to permit their animals to wade 
and stand in the water at a point above 
where the city’s water supply is taken 
from the stream. When Dr. Powers 
went up the river Wednesday, he found 
a large number of mules, horses, cows, 
etc., in the water, the animals going to 
the river during the hottest part of the 
day and sometimes remaining there for 
hours. There is a law covering this 
matter, but to secure evidence suffi- 
cient to justify the filing of a complaint 
has been found to be a most difficult 
matter. Dr. Powers says he Was suffi- 
cient information against one owner of 
live stock and that he will swear out a 
warrant against him as soon as possible, 


provided the City Attorney considers 
e evidence sufficient. The Health 


Officer has suggested that a fence be 
constructed along the river where it 
runs through the city’s land, and Also 
for some distance above the present 
headworks. The matter will be taken 
up at once, and if the funds can be pro- 
vided the suggestion will be adopted..

MISER BLOW’S MONEY. 


CONTEST OVER A CONSIDERABLE 
‘ESTATE UNDER WAY. 


Mrs. Kinsella of New York Files Al. 
legations te Shew That She is 
Biow’'s Sister and the Rightfal 
Heir—Ficld Fall of Other Claim. 
ants. 


The contest over the estate of the 
late Joseph Blow is now fairly under 
way. The case is set for probate in 
Department Two of the Superior Court 
today, but it is probable that a continu- 
ance will be granted in order to suit the 
convenience of one Or more of the con- 
testing parties. 

Five sets of attorneys, representing as 
many separate interests, are employed 
in the case, and the probabilities are 
that the squabble over the old miser’s 
hoard will be protracted over a long 
period, - 

- Blow was a teamster who led a her- 
mit-like existence in a shack on Date 
street, where he had lived in solitude 
for many years. On December 18, 1897, 
he died suddenly and unattended. He 
owned the premises where he lived, and 
four acres of land in the country, and 
Was reputed to have considerable 
money hoarded up, for he was an in- 
dustrious man’ and of frugal babits. 
He left no will, however, rnd no clew 
to the hiding place of-his money, if he 
had any saved up. There being no 
known lawful heirs to his property, the 
Public Administrator, Frank M. Kelsey, 
took out letters of administration and 
obtained control of the realty and 
scant personal effects of the deceased. 

By consent of the Public Administra- 
tor, Orley W. Dunham explored the 
premises lately occupied by old man 
Blow. and after some weeks of search- 
ing, unearthed the miser’s hoard which 
had been buried under the floor of the 
cabin in which he lived. Dunham 
turned over to Administrator Kelsey 
Sgoed inggold coin which he alleged was 

Fe’ amount he found. Dunham 
was complimented for his honesty in 
delivering the money to his employer, 
instead of keeping it for himself, as he 
might easily have done without serious 
danger of the theft being detected. But 
immediately after making the find Dun- 
ham showed signs of such unusual pros- 
perity as to arouse the suspicion that 
he had not acted as honestly in the mat- 
ter as he had pretended. In course of 
time he admitted having held out $500 
from the pot of money unearthed. This 
sum, the Probate Court allowed him, 
however, for the work he had done in 
unearthing the treasure. The $2500 
turned over to the Public Administra- 
tor. together with the real estate. con- 
stituted an estate of the value of about 
$4000, which is the prize the lawyers 
and their clients.are now contending 
for.

The findings in the Vosburg divorce 
case were handed down by Judge York 
yesterday and filed with an aggrega- 
tion of official documents that will 
weigh several pounds. The suit was 
instituted last November, and was on 
trial, but not continuously, during July 
and August. etofore announced, 
the wife is giv a divorce on the 
ground of desertiédn.

NEWMAN CLUB. 


‘Literary and not Social Aims to Be 


Emphasized, 

The ‘Newman Club has decided to 
retain its literary character, and to 
discard any attempt to make itself a 
primarily social organization. Last 
evening, after the regular monthly din- 
ner had been partaken of at Illich’s, 
Joseph Scott, the secretary, read a 
strong paper on “The Scope of the 
Newman Club,” which crystallized the 
prevailing sentiment that it would be 
a descent from thé original aim and 
best interests of the club to lower the 
standard of membership. Mr. Scott's 
paper was; in part, as follows: 

-“T take it for granted that no practi- 
cal member fails to realize that. Wwe 
have grave and responsible Work be- 
fore us. The responsibility that rests 
upon us as members of the Newman 
Club. is, in. my humble opinion, simply 
to do our full duty’*as Catholic ijiay- 
men; and that I take it in brief to 
be the scope,of the Newman Club. 

“What splendid examples has not 
this very century produced of sterling 
Catholic manhood among the laity? 
Some of our fathers are able to tell 
us of their reminiscences of the great 
O'Connell; how he stood before the 
bar of the English House of Com- 
mons and refused to take an oath that 
was a negation of his religion, and 
how, in spite of the jeers and scoffs 
and insults of an English Parliament, 
he fearlessly pursued the _ steadfast 
‘course until he imprinted the statutes 
of Catholic emancipation among ine 
laws of England, and thereby left a 
name that should be a talisman for- 
ever to us who follow him. The splen- 
did achievements of Windthorst and 
the pluck and nerve he exhibited in 
his attack upon the whole Prussian 
Reichstag, and the many laws of Bis- 
marck, is too recent history to discuss 
here. But his example, it is to be 
hoped, ts also a refreshing tonic to 
every one of us who has tne good of 
the cause at heart. 

“I have cited .these examples to in- 
dicate what, to my mind, is one of the 
essential features of our organization, 
and that is to make our religion known 
on the outside.

HE weather -has continued warm 
during the past week. Reports to 
the local weather bureau state that: 
the cool weather which preceded the 
recent warm spell benefited” 8iifimer 


, crops, though it retarded ripening of 


fruit, and, a measure, fruit drying. 
The prune Marvest will soon begin. 
Orange-growers are beginning to 


Speculate as to.the outlook for the 
coming crop. The fruit is said to be 
@enerally larger than is usual at this 
time of vear. The general opinion is 
that the crop will be an excelent one, 
both in quality and quantity. A num- 
ber of new orchards are coming into 
bearing, the trees in which are loaded 
with fruit... Buyers are already in 
the field looking over the ground. A 
San Diego paper reports that ‘the 
Julian appie crop is expected to be 
light this vear, the late frosts having 
affected the trees. A conservative es- 
timate places the yield at about one- 
third that of a good year. Several 
years ago over 36,000 boxes of apples 
were shipped -from that section. The 
shortage in this line will not have 
a tendency to raise prices very mate- 


rially, however, for the reason that 
heavy crops are reported farther 
north, and the demand that cannot 
be supplied .by the Julian growers 
Will be taken cure of by northern 
orchardists. Apples are already  be- 
Sinning to come in from the back 


country, but the shipments so far have 
been Very light. 


In the local produce market, eggs 
have been scaree. Butter is steady. 
Common potatoes are plentiful, but 
good stock is scarce. All kinds of

Zante Currants, 

W. ‘WHITNEY,

New Cars for Fruit. , 
CCORDING to an exchange, a Cali- 
A fornia inventor, F. C. Covey cf 
Stockton, Cal., has devised a/new 
system for the preservation of fruit in | 
transit, that he belives to be superior 
to any other system. He is having a 
car built from his plans, and expects 
to demonstrate the truth of his claims. 
His working model is a practically air- 


tight box, about a yard long.and a 


foot and a half wide,-which represents— 
a refrigerator car. Attached to this is 
a pump, by which air is extracted and 
a vacuum formed, as nearly as possi- 
ble. Into this box.Covey placed a box 
of peaches, fruit that was really too 
Tipe to be shipped. He pumped, the 
box out every three or four hotrs. 
Twenty-two day&lafter he had placed 
the peaches in th ox, he removed 
them, and although the weather was 
unusually warm, they appared identi- 
cally the same as when t ‘*y were 
shipped. They had not chaYeeaee par- 
ticle. Rarified air being lower in tem- 
perature, it Was several degrees cooler 
in the box than outside. (‘ovey’s in- 
on the theory that 
fruit would be preserved forever if no 
particle of air could reach it. 


Ladybirds. 
ORTICULTURAL COMMISSION- 
ER HALL of San Diego has _ re- 


ceived a sample of a new bug re- 
ceived by Mr. Craw, the State Ento- 
mologist, from Hawaii. The San Diego 
Union. says: 

“There are only eight of these lady- 
birds, for that is the popular name of 
the new family to which they belong, 
and they came yesterday as San 
Diego's portion of the consignment of 
Honolulu to Alex. 
Craw, California's State Entomologist. 
Mr. Hall has found a home for the 
little parasites on a lemon tree in 
Walter Henderson's orchard at Chula 
Vista. He will stretch a netting over 


‘the tree and go into the insect-breeding 


business for a time, and if he has good 
luck there will be ‘circumdatuses’ to 
distribute among orchardists before 
many moons. 

“Citrus-growers have been anxiously 
waiting the arrival of these little lady- 
birds for months, for they are the para- 
sites which are expected to make war 
upon and exttrMinate the purple scale, 
as the Australian Rhizobia has para- 
lyzed the cottony cushion. If the cir- 
cumdatus does all that is hoped for 
from him he@ ill be the most welcome 
bug that has €ver flown to these shores 
and may his tribe multiply and in- 
crease until he is as the very sands of 


* the sea for number.” 


Utilizing Fruit Pits. 
N IMPORTANT thing for the 
fruit-growers of California is the 
finding of a market for fruit pits, 
which have hitherto been wasted,eor 
used for fuel at about $3, to $5 per 
ton. This year there is a big demand 
for the pits, at from $8 to $10 a ton, 
thus adding considerably to tne Value 
of the fruit crop. An exchange says: 

“Now it transpires that the kernel 
in the pit is being used for several 
purposes by English and American 
firms. Don’t be surprised when you 
buy that fine French nut candy to 
find the almond nut in the cehter 
nothing more than a highly-prepared 
apricot kernel. Or the cinnamon, nut- 
megs, allspice, etc., Which you are as- 
Sured are absolutely pure or “money 
back,’ is likewise made of the -eame 
material.

The Castor Bean. 

N: PLANT grows more viforously 
ind rankly in Southern California 
than the castor bean, which is difli- 

cult to eradicate after jit has once ob- 

tained a foothold. Frem time to time 

the castor bean has been raised on a 

commercial scale in California, but for 

some reason or other, the industry has 
never become an important one. In 


five years ago, quite a considerable 
area was planted to castor beans; buts 
the freight rate charged by the South- 
ern Pacific Company proved prohibi- 
tory, and the farmers had to give up 
the business. There was also at once 
time a castor oil mill at Downey in this 
county. 

India is the true home of the castor 
bean, and the culture is there carried 
on-upon a large scale. The following 
particulars in regard to castor bean 
culture in India may be of interest to 
some in this section who haVe an idea 
that the plant may be profitably culti- 
vated: 

“The castor oil plant is cultivated 
throughout India, and the oil is fre- 
quently employed by the Indian dyers 
as an auxiliary in certain dye prepara. 
tions. . This oil has*the reputation of 
being one of the best for dressing tan- 
ned hides and skins. The uses of the 
oil are many, it being the only suit- 
able one for lubricating all sorts of ma- 
chinery, clocks, watches, etc. It is the 
best lamp oil ‘they have in India and 
gives an excellent white light, with 
but little soot—almost an imperceptible 
amount—which quality no other oils 
possess. Its use as a medicine is too 
well known to require more than mere 
mention. Though of considerable 
Value as a manure, from the high 
amount of phosphates it contains, the 
castor-oil cake is regarded by European 
cattle breeders as highly injurious to 
cattle; but in India a decoction pre- 
pared from the cake is given to buffalo 
cows to increase the flow of. milk. The 
oil is usually extracted from the seed 


the San Joaquin Valley, some twenty-- 


years later she wanted to build, and 
her arehitect told her that she would 
have to move the trees, or else get 
a new lot. 

The trees had taken just half of the 
lot, and not left’ available room for 
building! 

She vainly endeavored te sell the 
trees for a thousand dollars and give 
the lot away for nothing, and _ vice 
versa; but finally effected a com- 
promise by polling the two rubbers; 
and has ever since kept them sheared 
into compact, symmetrical balls of 
greenery, much akin to the Noah's 
Ark tree of toy store commerce, but 
no whit resembling the beautiful Ficus 
macrophylla, 

This little tale should convey a 
pointed moral, the gist of which is, 
plant things as they are to be in the 
future, not-as they appear today. In 
these times, when so many object les- 
sons are at hand, the planting of 
dates, Auracarias, or rubber trees, 
upon small city lots, or anywhere that 
does not admit of their development 
in extenso, seems altogether inexcus- 
able. Rejoice in the possession of 
broad acres, and you may -have all 
these things; but if_your confines are 
the conventional city lot, be niggardly 
in the use of any trees (except in the 
rear,) and eschew large ones alto- 


gether. The large tree obscures what- 
ever of architectural worth or merit 


, the dwelling has, and the latter acts 


in two ways—by decoction and expres- | 
sion. The process of decoction consists | 
in bruising the seeds, previously de- | 
prived of the husks. and then boiling. 
them in water; the oil rising to the sur- 
face is skimmed off and is afterward 
again boiled with a small quantity of 
water to dissipate the acrid principle. 
To increase the product, the seeds are 
sometimes roasted, but this makes the 
oil brownish acrid. By expres- 
sion, the seeds, after being thoroughly 
cleansed from the dust and fragments 


of the capsules with which they are 
mixed, are conveyed into a shallow iron 
reservoir, where they are submitted to 
a gentle heat. The seeds are then sub- 
jected to long-eontinued pressure oy 
hand screws. The ofl is teansferred 
to iron boilers, containing a conrsider- 
able quantity of water, and boiled for 
some time, the impurities being 
skikmmed off-as they rise to the sur- 
face. The clear oil is thea carefully 
removec and the process ‘s completed 
by boiling it with «a small quantity of 
water. 

“There are two chief forms of the plant 
in India, of which there are many va- 
rieties, One form is a2 tall bush, a 
perennial, that yields a large seed and 


an abundance of inferior oil. The sec- 
ond is dn annual. plant, sometimes 
grown as a pure crop, though imoe-ce 


frequently in rows of a fleld containing 
other crops. It yields a small seed, 
the better qualities of which produce 
the superior oil of commerce and phar- 
macy. The oil obtained from the first 
plant is largely used for illuminating 
purposes, but it also finds a place as 
lubricating oil and for many of the in- 
dustries of Europe, wher¢ the more ex- 
pensive article would be’ prohibitive in 
price. The method of cultivation varies 
little in the different districts. The 
best soil for the cultivation of the 
plant is red loam, though it grows well 
on alluvial soil. The land is plowed 
(in May and June) twice with ‘he or- 
dinary native plow that hardly 
scratches the top of the ground. It is 
then well manured and plowed again. 
In July or August, after the rains be- 
gin the sowing takes place. A mun 
sowing follows the piow and drops the 
sced at intervals of about a foot, and 
another plow follows, covering the 
seed. The seeds germinate in about a 
week, and a month later the land is 
plowed twice to kill the weeds. In the 
fourth or fifth month after sowing, the 
flowering begins and the capsules are 
The picking begins in the 
seventh ‘month and ends in the ninth. 
The seed pods are gathered by hand, 
stacked,> covered with straw =§ and 
Weighed. After six days the capsules 
become soft and rotten. They are then 
exposed to the sun for two days, and 
when thus dried are beaten with a 
heavy mallet about two feet long and 
one and a half feet broad, which re- 
moves about half of the seed. The re- 
maifiing capsules are again dried, and 
the beating process is repeated, which 
results in the husking of the balance 
of the seed. The whole is then cleaned 
and is ready for the next process—that 
of- extracting the oil. s 
“When grown with other crops, the 
small -variety is sown by drivinz a 
plow at pretty wide intervals over the 
field after the other crops have heen 
put down. The seeds are sown about 
a yard apart. The product is less than 
of the large descrintion, though 
its value is said to be-50 per «cnt 
higher. The oil of the small kind only, 
as a rule, is used for medicinal pur- 
peses. The average ostimuted outturn 
per acre is 475 pounds of clean seed, the 
highest 885 pounds which is the 
turn when grown as a singie crop.) 
and the lowest 235 pounds (when it 
grows with other crops.) The average 
estimate of cost of cultivation is $3.25 
per acre, the highest $5, and the lowest 
$1.75... The average estimated profit 
per acre is €@5, the highest $8.75 and 
the lowest $4.25. though it is believed 
that the growing of the castor oil 
plant could .be made much more profit- 
able than these figures indicate.”’

Planning and Planting a Garden. 
(First paper.) 

OME years ago, a friend bought @ 

fifty-foot lot in the southwest part 

of Los’ Angeles. -She was not 
prepared to build for some years, but 
would fain plant trees that would 
come to trees’ estate by the time she 
was ready to build, and transfer her 
Lares and Penatis to the new home. 
She had once listened heedfully while 
the praises of the Moreton Bay rub- 
ber tree were being sung, and had 
stored up in her mind a useful fund 
of adjectives, but very little knowledge 
of this particular tree. 

Two of the largest she could obtain 
were then planted, and turned over to 
a conscientiqus care-taker, and kept 
| well) watered and tilled. A dozen 


as a poor foil or backing for the tree. 
A notable instance of this is close at 
hand on the southwest corner of Sev- 
enth and Spring streets, where a truly 
regal Deodara cedar is quite lost in 
its environment of big house and 
other big trees. In striking contrast 
to this, an isolated, but ‘far inferior, 
specimen in the Childs place on Main 
near Eleventh street, appears to far 
more advantage. Its delicate tracery 
against the blue empyrean is a vision 
that enchants the eye. Be content 
with your lot, though only fifty feet, 
to lay it all to turf, and the margins 
of it (front excepted) with small 
growing things. Let them be dwarf, 
dwarfer, Gwarfest; the superlative be- 
ing planted as you reach the street— 
a crescendo as you reach the dwell- 
ing. Once passed the front elevation 
of the house and plants of larger 
growth or even trees are admissable. 
You will need them on the south as 
against the summer sun; on the north, 
possibly, to protect the secrets. of 
your scant larder from a too incursive 
neighbor's eye. For this purpose the 
common, old Monterey cypress will 
answer, or, equally quick and effec- 
tive, the Lycium richii of Catalina, 
or the Pittosporum undulatum of Aus- 
tralia... All three will stand heavy 
cutting in, without injury, and thus 
save you the vexation of a trespass 
suit in case they infringe upon the 
neighbor's domain. The cypress is 
the least desirable of the three in this 
climate. Its rough foliage offers a 
permanent lodgment for all the dust 
in town, and seems to be the Mecca 
of all the web-spinning pests of crea- 
tion. A single douche from the hose 
restores the luster and polish to the 
leaves of the Lycium and the Pittos- 
orum—the same application to. the 
cypress makes it look as if visited by 
the wrath of God. 

These, or some other trees, upon the 
partition lines of the lot are indis- 
pensable. My own inclinations dictate 
deciduous sorts; perhaps, on account 
of a sentiment for the seasons, and 
the evidences of returning spring; per- 
haps that they are all so tardily de- 
ciduous in this climate, that they are 
only defoliated for the brief season 
when there can be no surfeit of sun- 
shine, or, perhaps that I court the 
neighborly eye of investigation upon 
my larder, and its fatness, or I court 


\ the neighborly eye of the hired girl.

There are other and more imper- 
sonal reasons for the use of small- 
growing deciduous -trees the 
boundary lines. Such selections as the 
Pissardi prune, to be seen in the Crow 
place on West Seventh street; the 
Chinese hackberry, on the Main street 
curb of the Childs place, or the purple 
beach, on the O'Melveny grounds, on 
the corner of Eleventh and Pearl, are 
all well adapted to this purpose. They 


can’ be crowded without detriment to 


their charming color effects, and it is 
‘color rather than form that we seek 
in small gardens. The objection to 


‘most evergreens, and in particular the 


cone-bearers, pines, cedars and aura- 
carias, lies in the fact that they are 
chiefly dependent upon form for their 
attraction. The narrow spaces _ be- 
tween the sides of an. ordinary dwell- 
ing and the limits of a fifty-foot lot 
do not admit of growing them to any 
size without the suppression.of the 
lower limbs. The condition of an un- 
fortunate human to whom this acci- 
dent has happened, is less deplorable, 
for he or she can most times obtain 
a substitute of some kind; but the un- 
fortunate tree, like the tail-less fox, 
must endure its humiliation forever. 
There are some trees that we can 
introduce into the lawn proper, but 
remembering that in planting for a 
generation and not for this summer 
and next only, must approach them 
‘with circumspect a caution. -

Espinosa Cu‘ture. 
CCEPTING the invitation of W. 
L. Van Duzor, a representative of 
~ the Valley Gazette visited his es- 
pinosa farm at the old Morton place, 
about six miles to.the southwest of 
town. He writes: 

“The road for about half the dis- 
tance follows the county road, and our 
attention was particularly struck by 
the undulatory appearance of Shingle 
Creek bridge, which. may be all right, 
but we would prefer to see the arch 
upward, instead of the deep depression 
that at present exists, and the evident 
necessity of good roads was very fully 
impressed upon us. 

“Emerging from the pine woods a 

brilliant vista of green suddenly burst 
upon us extending quite half a mile 
in front. ‘There is the espinosa,’ said 
Mr. Van Duzor, with very pardonapie 
pride, noticing our admiring faze. 
Hitching up our team we Were soon 
over the fence and walking down the 
rows of a fifty-acre field, beyond which 
was another smaller field and again 
anoth one almost adjoining in all 
about seventy acres, while about two 
miles farther on are several more fields 
of about the same acreage. 
_ “The seed was sown with a fertilizer 
and seed dropper, the rows being about 
five feet apart, and the plants nearly 
four feet in the rows. This will give 
about two thousand plants to the acre. 
Several seeds are dropped in each hill, 
and after they have attained about one 
foot of growth, they are weeded out to 
the strongest plant. At the time of 
our visit many of them were five fect 
in height and nearly meeting across 
the rows. When fully grown they at- 
tain a heirht of seven feet and are 
of a spreading shrub nature, their long 
bright green leaves presenting a very 
pleasing and attractive appearance, 
The seed is carried in long narrow pods, 
somewhat resembling cowpeas flat- 
tened. These pods contain from thirty 
to about sixty small brownish hard 
seed. which weich eighty pounds to 
the bushel, and they continue bearing 
and ripening from about three monins 
after sowing till killed by the first 
frost. which here seldom comes before 
the 20th of December. This. gives 
nearly five months of harvesting nnd 
at the same time enables the grower 
to replant in the event of a poor stand 
at the first or to fill up gaps. A Very 
low estimate of the yield would be 
one pound to the plant. or one ton 
per acre. On cowpenned Jand it might 
be double that quantitv. and as there 
is practically an unlimited demand for 
the seed at 11-3 cents per pound, even 
taking the lowest estimate, the yield 
would be worth $30 an acre. 

“On the fields visited 900 pounds of 
fertilizer to the acre was used. This 
fertilizer contained a large percentage 
of -otash. an elemen+ almost anpso- 
lutely requisite in Florida for all crops. 
The soil apparently best suited {Is the 
flat. pine woods hammocks, its long 
tap root enabling it to find moisture In 
dry nlaces. In its early stages of 
growth it should be kent quite rlean 
of grass and weeds, but its rapid 
growth and spreading nature will soon 
dfSpense with that work and rive 
place to the important business of ge- 
curing the crop. 

“The pod is held to the shrub by a 
tough stem. which fs best removed bv 
a small pair of clippers. Pulling is 
apt t- tear awav » portion of the plant 
and also to shake out the seed from 
the pods which when rine open to verv 
slight and therefore each 
plant should he visited once a day 
and the ripened pods remove4. "his 
would be an admirable work “or chil- 


.dren, especially on the ‘ower branches 


of the shrub. As the pods are so lia- 
ble to split open tight bares wouid be 
necessary for their reception. 

“In addition to the shove ‘elds. Mr. 
Van Duzor has about twentv five acres 
to the north and east of Kissimmee 
and somewhere about 300 neres of es- 
ninosa planted near Rartow. which 
shows the faith placed in this new 
vroduct, and as all these nvlantings 
have been on different soils, the exper- 
iment. if it mav be so called, will 
be of the utmost value. and the re- 
enits will he wetched with the rreatest 
interest by all wellwishers of the 


State.’

Effects of Cultivation. \ 
T IS often said that long cultivation 
and: cropping makes land poor, but 
it is equally true that the immediate 
effect of cultivation is to increase soil 
fertility. The paradox is explained by 
the fact that though soil fertility is in- 
creased by cultivation, there are always 
crops of weeds ready to use up the 
plant food as fast as it is made ready 
for them. This is the disadvantage of 
having weeds. They not only rob.the 
valuable crops of plant food that they 
could use to advantage, but they ex- 
haust the soil itself Without returning 
any benefit to its owner. In one sense 
doubtless the great improvements in 
implements for cultivating the soil have 
been of doubtful benefig, for they en- 
able the farmer to crop more, and thus 
exhaust his land faster than before 
was possible. Yet he must be a dull- 
witted farmer who, having made his 
land fit to produce much larger crops, 
cannot find some crop that poorer land 
cannot grow, and: which will pay him 
up soil fertility.—[Nerdhoff 
jai.

Belgian Hare Club. 


HE adjourned meeting of the Pa- 
cific branch of the National Bel- 
gian Hare Club of America re- 
ferred to in these columns two Weeks 
ago, was held on Mondaly evening iast 
at No. 112% West ‘Third street, the 
president, S. R. Kellam, in the chair. 
There was a large attendance, Many 
interesetd in the Belgian hare indus- 
try being present, in addition to the 
regular members. Several joined the 
club during the evening, bringing the 
total membership to over seventy. 
The Show Committee presented its 
report, and it was decided to hold a 
show toward the end of next January. 
Inquiries have. elicited the fact that 
there would be at the least five hun- 
dred entries in the various classes, and 
as Los Angeles may now be said to 
be the center of the industry in that 
it possesses a larger club:and a larger 
number of valuable imported animals 
than any other city in America, such 
a show should be a success. It Was 
suggested that the original tcheme 


should be extended and poultry be 
‘ineluded. One of the directors of the 
Poultry Association being present to 
arge.-the advantages of 2 combined 


‘elgian hare and poultry show. Noth- 
ing definite, however, was decided 
upon, the matter being for the present 
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left in the hands of the Show Com- 
mittee for inquiry and report. The 
meeting concluded with an interesting 
and instructive discussion, in Which 
several members took part, on the 
Symptoms and treatment of the few 
disease to which the Belgian hare is 
prone. Notwithstanding the fact that 
Southern California is a much warmer 
habitat than the hare—in any consid- 
erable number—has hitherto been ac- 
cusfomed, it was asserted that so far 
|no diseases had occurred which could 
be directly traceable to this cause. 


Stock Must Have Water. 


EPORTS reaching the Interior 
Department of a threatened mo- 
nopolization at a number of points 

of the land acquirable under the law 
relating to reservoirs for watering live 
stock, create no apprehension on the 
part of the Washington authorities, 
They say that the rules and regulations 
recently put in force for the execution 
of the law have been so carefully 
framed that there is danger of individ- 
uals getting more than their share of 
the public domain or the infliction of 
any possible injury to the common use 
of the areas concerned. The new code 
of rules, it is stated, restricts filings 
made previous to the issuance of the 
rules, taking from them every tendency 
to monopolize, these previous. filings 
being now returned to the parties 
with the instructions that the applica- 
tions for such lands must conform to 
the later regulations. 

They are also designed to prevent an 
exclusive right to the tract taken, giv- 
ing the land the status of a communi- 
tive property open to all seeking the 
water rights, and, furthermore, they 
the maximum quantity of 
land in any section to 160 acres to each 
individual; but even this is not per- 
missible unless the party has built a 
reservoir having a capacity of half a 
million gallons, any less capacity re- 
ducing the area allowed proportion- 
ately. The lands taken cannot be 
fenced or otherwise inclosed, and must 
be kept open to the free use of any one 
wanting to water his animals, any non- 
compliance with the law and regula- 
tions resulting in cancellation of rights. 
—[Pacific Rural Press. 


POULTRY, 


HERE have been repeated articles 
written favoring selling eggs by the 
pound, which would be a very equit- 
able way of selling them where many 
are to be sold. It would be an easy 
matter to take a basket of eggs to 
market. and have the basket and eggs 
weighed and the basket weighed back 
and deducted. The result would be so 


4 many pounds and so many ounces, and 


the seller would get pay for his eggs 
according to their value. So far so 
good. That is all right. 

But the grocer also desires to sell 
his eggs by weight, and the first cus- 
tomer that comes into the store wants 
one pound of eggs. The eggs are put 
in the scoop, but is found that a frac- 
tion of an ounce is lacking to make a 
pound, and if another egg be taken it 
may be an ounce or so the other way. 
If he sells by giving under-weight the 
customer will object, and if he sells 
by giving an ounce or so to each one 
pound customer he has lost in the 
transaction. This is said to be one of 
the unpleasant features of selling eggs 
by the pound, and another is the time 
it takes in making exact weights. 

There is just one way in which .they 
may be sold by weight, and that is by 
putting in approximately a pound of 
eggs and weighing them in ounces and 
charging for them according to weight. 
If one pound and two’ ounces” are 
placed in the scale the price should be 
figured for eighteen ounces instead of 
sixteen, Should there be but fifteen 
ounces in the lot, charge for that num- 
ber and no more. This could be done 
in a very short time and the buyers 
would soon fall in with the plan as well 
as the sellers.—[Iowa Homestead. 


THE DAIRY, 


HE following-are extracts from an 
address delivered by C. H. Sessions 
at the last meeting of the Dairy As- 
sociation of Southern California: . 
“One year ago I spoke of the unusual 
dry season through which we had 
passed, and now 1 am again obliged to 
speak of a still drier one, so far as 
amount of rainfall shows, but it came 
at such opportune times that, although 
we had two inches less than last year, 
we had bettér winter crops and the in- 
dications for a good year are promis- 
ing. The previous dry years showed the 
necessity for more water, and many 
have put down wells and now pump 
enough to grow more alfalfa and other 
crops than they ever did before, and 
farmers are in a better position to be 
more independent of rainfall and there- 
by have crops when prices are highest. 
“For several years this association 
has been agitating the subject of silos 
and ensilage, and it is a pleasure to see 
our efforts bearing fruit in the number 
of silos that have been built and more 
that will be in*the near future. I have 


‘heard it estimated that no less than 


fifty silos have been put up this year. 
It is one of the cheapest ways of stor- 
ing feed, at the same time giving us 
the advantage of its being succulent and 
a wonderful milk producer. I hope 
more attention will be paid to the Silo, 
as nothing will so lessen the cost of 
milk production in this section. 

‘From reports of as many creameries 
as I could get them from, I find the 
average milk per patron from January 
to July was 3500 pounds per month, with 
butter ranging from 31 cents to 42 cents 
per roll, and from July to January 3100 
pounds, with butter from 45 cents to 61 
cents. The most milk was furnished in 
March, April and May, when butter 
was lowest, 31 cents to 36 cents. The 
least milk was furnished in October, 
November and December, with butter 
from 52 cents to 61 cents. This shows 
that greater effort should be made to 
bring the most of our cows fresh in the 
early fall, instead of early spring, that 
we may get greater returns for our 
milk. At that time there is a scarcity 
of milk and the demand for butter in- 
creases, so there will hardly be a possi- 
bility of the market being overstocked. 

‘The Regents of the State University 
asked the last Legislature for $5000 with 
which to engage a traveling dairy in- 
structor, which Would be the prelimi- 
nary step toward a dairy school, but the 
item was cut out while in the commit- 
tee. The Departmént of Agriculture is 
trying to find a market for our. surplus 
butter, as we will come into competition 
with some of the noted manufacturers 
of the world, it will make the dairy 
school a necessity, where our butter- 
makers can be educated to become ex- 
perts in their line. At. present our but- 
ter ps all used while fresh, and we have 


article. but when packed and put into 
eold storage or shipped we will then 
come to the critical test. 

“During the past few months the 
brandmof some of our prominent cream- 
eries have been Imitated and northern 
and eastern butter rewrapped and sold 
under those brands at. 2% cents to 5 
cents less than market prices, thereby 
damaging the reputation of those 
brands and demoralizing prices. 
Prompt action was taken by the cream- 
erymen, and I trust the fraud has been 
stopped. 

“At the last Legislature an attempt 
was made to pass a law protecting the 
brands of the State, but the commis- 
sion men entered such strong protest 
that it was defeated. Had the dairy 
and creamerymen been well organized 
and been prepared to work for its pas- 
sage we might have succeeded, and pre- 
vented the trouble and annoyance of 
the past few months. 

“It is strange the farmers are so slow 
to help in a cause which vitally interests 
them. This association should have 
several hundred members with a fund 
that could, be used in protecting our in- 
teregts. Would it.not be best to have a 
membership committee in every cream- 
ery district to solocit members at $1 per 
year, and try to have a large repre- 
sentation of the milk producers, and

EX.-GOV. MERRILL DEAD 


A DISTINGUISHED CITIZEN HAS 
PASSED. AWAY. 


‘ 


The Final Sammons Came After an 
Iliness of Eight Days—Peaceful 
Close of a Long and Honorable 
Career—Funeral Arrangements. 


Hon. Samuel Merrill, the venerable 
ex-Governor of Iowa, who was stricken 
with paralysis at his home, No. 206 
North Mott street, Boyle Heights, Au- 
gust 25, died about 5:30 o'clock ‘yester- 
day afternoon. 

For several days the doctors gave 
hope of the patient’s recovery, but a 
second hemorrhage of the brain took 
place about 10 o’clock yesterday morn- 
ing and resulted in almost total col- 
lapse. His heart action was weak 
throughout the day, yet he rallied at 
intervals and was conscious of his sur~- 
roundings. The heart became more ir- 
regular, however, as the day wore on, 
and before the sun sank behind the 
western hills he expired. 

There were present when the end 
came, his faithful wife, the distin- 
guished gentleman’s only daughter, her 
husgand and children, besides doctors 
and nurses. His only son, Jere H. Mer- 
rill, was not present when the hour of 

The passing of ex-Gov. Merrill re- 
moves from the earth a man who was 
distinguished in many ways. He has 
left behind him, however, a name that 
will live long after his remains are 
consigned to native dust. As soldier, 
statesman and capitalist, Samuel Mer- 
rill left his impress, not alone in the 
community in which he chanced to live, 
but made his influence felt im State 
and nation, He was the rugged type 
of New Engle ‘er, who pioneered the 
West and ass.sted in a development 
unparalleled in the history of the 
world. 


Born. at Turner, Me., August 7, 1822, 


Samuel Merrill was a little past 77 
years of age when death’s summgns 
came. In early manhood he married. 
Elizabeth D. Hill of Buxton, Me., who 
was the mother of his children and pre- 
ceded him to the grave in March, 1888. 
As early as 1850 Samuel Merrill made 
his appearance in public life, being at 
that time elected to a seat in the State 
Legislature of New Hampshire. In 1859 
he emigrated to Iowa, and before many 
years became one of the State's fore- 
most citizens. At the outbreak of the 
civil war he volunteered his services 
to his country, and was appointed col- 
onel of the Twenty-first Iowa Volun- 
teer Infantry. He served with distinc- 
tion, and was shot through both thighs 
at the battle of Black River Bridge, 
Mo. After the war he engaged in mer- 
cantile and banking pursuits. He be- 
came president of a number of rail- 
road, banking and insurance institu- 
tions of Iowa, and, in company with 
Russell Sage and others, built the In- 
diana, Illinois and Iowa Railroad. He 
was president of the Citizens’ National 
Bank of Des Moines for a number of 
years and remained one of its directors 
and principal stockholders up to the 
time of his death. He was a member 
of fhe Iowa L.grislature for several 
years, and was eiected Governor of the 
State for two successive terms, dating 
from 1868 to 1872. In politics he was a 
staunch Republican from the founda- 
tion of the party till the end of his 


days. 
Ex-Gov. Merrill became identified 
with the interests of Southern Califor- 


nia in 1886, when he visited this section 
and was one of the first men to become 
impressed with the great future béfore 
it. He invested heavily at the begin- 
ning of the big real estate boom, and 
realized handsomely on some of his in- 
vestments, although on the whole his 
plans did not fully materialize. No less 
than three Southern California towns 
owe their inception to the enterprise of 
ex-Gov. Merrill. They are East River- 
side, South Riverside (now named <o- 
rona) and Rialto. At East Riverside 
he, with his associates, made the first 
big investment ever made there in irri- 
gation privileges, $75,000 being paid to 
Matthew Gage in a lump sum for water. 
The South’ Riverside purchase em- 
braced 16,000 acres and the Rialto pur- 
chase or Semi-tropic tract originally 
contained 29,000 acres. Prior to leaving 
Rialto in 1892, the ex-Governor and his 
associates had invested no less than 
$670,000 in water development and other 
improvements. The original Rialto pur- 
chase was for a consideration of $470,000, 
paid to Henry Pierce and others of San 
Francisco. He was president of the 
California Loan and Trust Company 
until it went out of business in 1894. He 
organized and built the Southern Cali- 
fornia Motor road, connecting San Ber- 
nardino with Riverside, and was for 
some time its president. Later he sold 
the controling Interest of the bonds of 
the. road to the Southern Pacific Com- 
pany. 

After the death of his wife in 1888, ex- 
Gov. Merrill made Southern California 
his permanent home, although still re- 
taining many of his business interests 
in Iowa. He closed out his interests in 
his various colonies in 1893, since which 
time he Has lived in retirement in Los 
Angeles. He married in 1894 Mrs. Mary 
S. Greenwood of Massachusetts, who 
survives him. His only children, both 
living in Southern California, are Hattie 
G.. wife of Dr. John W. Craig, and Jere 
H. Merrill. Mrs. Craig is a graduate of 
Wellesley College, and is the mother of 
two children. The ex-Governor’s son 
is married, but has no children. 

In 1887 ex-Gov. Merrill was granted a 
pension, amounting to more than $800 
a year, on account of wounds received 
in the civil war. This money he has 
continuously donated to the support of 
three beds for disabled soldiers in one 
of the Hospitals in Des Moines, Iowa. 
He was always a liberal patron of 
charitable, educational and religious 
institutions. He was at the time of his 
death and had been for many years a 
trustee of Iowa College, at Grinnell, 
Iowa. During his administration as 
Governor of Iowa he laid the corner- 


stone of the present capitol building at- 


Des Moines. 

Always taking a lively interest in 
public affairs, almost the last act of 
the ex-Governor’s life was to vote for 
the water bonds at the late special elec- 
tion held in this city for that purpose. 
He was stricken with paralysis soon 
after voting, and never recovered. His 
enfeebled condition was augmented by 
an accident which befell him on. the 
Traction street railway about a yeur 
ago. He was awarded judgment “for 
$2000 damages a short time ago, on ac- 
count of injuries received through care- 
lessness of one of the Traction Com- 
pany'’s employés. 

Ex-Goy. Merrill at the time of his 
second marriage divided the bulk of 
his estate between his two children, 
reserving enough to provide for him- 
self and wife comfortably the 
mainder of their lives. There remains. 
therefore, little property to administer 
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on, and the estate will be easily aect- 
tled up. At the time of his second 
marriage his wealth was conservatively 
estimated at $300,000 to $500,000. — 
The funeral will take place Sunday 


Congregational Church, of which the 
ex-Governor was a member. ‘the re- 
mains will be taken East by his son to 
be deposited in the family vault at Des 
Moines, Ia.

OLD RAILROAD CARS. 


What Becomes of Them When The 
are Used Up. 

It might be thought an easy thing to 
destroy all the cars that any railroad 
company may put on the superannu- 
ated list in. the course of a year, but 
the experience of those who have 
charge of this work points to a very 
different conclusion. One company, not 
long ago, found itself with 13,000 small 
wooden coal cars, which had to be dis- 
carded for cars better adapted to 
present traffic conditions. A piece of 
ground was leased for the purpose of 
wrecking yard, and the cars were 
turned over in small numbers to such 


taking away the wood, leaving the iron- 
work for the company. It was soon 
found that the wreckers were also help- 
ing themselves to the iron—worth from 
% to 1 cent a pound—and finally it was 
decidedgsto burn the cars. The most ap- 
proved method of doing this is to make 
up a train of ten to fifteen cars. A loco- 
motive then adjusts itself, without 
coupling, to the train, and is sent at 
great speed out on a portable track. 
When at full headway ‘the train is 
abandoned by the locomotive, and the 
cars go pell-mell to the wreck heap, 
piling one on the top of the other, four 
or five deep. This extemporized railway 
wreck serves its purpose well, and the 
workmen say. they can destroy 100 cars 
a day. The number of cast-off passen- 
ger cars now taken out of service 
every year is almost incredible. The 
public is becoming more exacting, and 
competition runs high, and the railway 


design an ideal street car, namely, one 
of the convertible type, which can be 
used at all seasons of the year and for 
every purpose. It must be arranged to 
suit alike men who smoke and women 
who don’t. For long-distance runs 
transverse seats are desirable, but 
these eat up the standing room, and it 
is the ‘“‘standing load” that pays.

An 
immense number of convertible cars 
have been built in the effort to obtaina 
design which will combine all these 
features. They are to be found in the 
car barns of nearly every large rail- 
way company. And the ideal car is 
still undesigned. 


WEEKLY TRON REVIEW. 
Leading 


Continues the 
Line. 
[A. P. EARLY MORNING REPORT.] 


NEW YORK, Aug. 31.—The Iron Age irf its 
weekly review today will say that pig iron con- 
tinues to be the leading line in tne attention 
of the trade. Very large sales of southern 
irons, notably forge and basic, have been made 
ready for delivery during the second half, Chi- 
cago, Pittsburgh and KEastern Pennsylvania 
participating in the movement. It has caused 
a further advance, the sales being made on 
rising figures from $15 up as high as $16 for 
No. 2. Some of the large consolidations have 
been buying, and yet it is known that a con- 
siderable share of their requirements is still 
uncovered.’ Eastern cast-iron pipe-makers have 
also bought, taking about fifteen thousand tons 
for delivery during the first half wf 1900. In 
Ksastern Pennsylvania one steel concern has 
purchased the run of two furnaces for the year 
of basic pig on the basis of paying the price 
of No. 1 foundry. 


Pig-iron 


The recent sales of steel rails furnish an in- . 


dication, but even now some rail-makers, nota- 
bly those in the West, talk higher prices than 
$30 at the mill. This would indicate about $28 
and $30 for billets East and West for 1900. In 
finished material advances are being made all 
along the line in rapid succession. Structural 
material, which is the only large line con- 
trolled by an association and which had been 
held back for many weeks, has now been ad- 
vanced $5 per ton net. Plates have had another 
rise. Bars have stiffened. Tool steel has beer 
put up to 7 cents for common grades. Tin 
plate has been advanced 27', cents per box. 
Importers have had a number of inquiries .for 
material. There have been some sales of for- 
eign ore, and it looks as though some business 
might be done in steel billets. 

There has been considerable talk of import- 
ing steel plates, and English advices continue 
to talk of lots of 19,000 tons and upward. We 
have been quite unable to trace any such trans- 
actions, the largest single lot bought during 
the last month being one of about one thous- 
and tons in order to secure prompt delivery, 
when the American mills could not promise it. 
As a mater of fact, aside from prices, it turns 
out that foreign makers can rarely promise 
better time than the domestic mills, and it fs 
only when it is to be used for export work 
under the drawback system that foreign ma- 
terial has much of a chance. American manu- 
facturers wil! generally study this phase more 
thoroughly than heretofore. We understand 
that in tin plate there have heen considerable 


purchases on this account lately.

All Citizens Will Be Asked to Take 
Part—Date Fixed for Benefit at 
the Orpheum—Appointments Made 
on Committees.

by the War Board to give a fitting re- 
ception to the soldiers of Battery D, 
First Battalion Heavy Artillery, Cal:- 
fornia United States Volunteers, when 
they return to the city.

In the evening a banquet will be 
given, at which speeches will be deliv- 
ered by popular orators. The officers

The 
price is less than half what was paid 
at the San Francisco benefit perform- 
ance. The Newman Club, the Chamber 
of Commerce and the War Board have 
already subscribed for a box apiece. No 
particular box is guaranteed the pur- 
chaser, but when all have been sold 
the numbers will be put in a hat and 
drawn by the owners of boxes.

The story of 
thi# case, thoush very sad, has a rather ro- 


mantic flavor. There have been some sensa- 
tional proceedings, and the police have been 
called in. 


Mr. Burdick is 65 years old, and his wifé is 
forty years his junior. The contract between 
June and December has continued for about 
two years, and has not been satisfactory to 
either party. Soon after the death of his first 
wife Mr. Burdick married thts young woman, 
who had been employed in his family. One 
child and this divorce suit are the fruits of 
the marriage. A fortnight ago Mr. Burdick 
called the City Marshal to his house and 
showed him the rooms. They looked as if a 
burglar had gone through them. With tears 
in his eyes the old gentleman asserted that his 
leave-taking wife had left things in that con- 


dition. Last week Mrs. Burdick paid the Mar- 
shal a call, and requested him to go to the 
house she had left, with her. She said she 


wanted some clothes for the baby and Mr. 
Burdick wouldn't let her have them. The mat- 
ter was easily arranged by the Marshal. The 
wife says her husband has treated her shame- 
fully, while Mr. Burdick asserts that the 
trouble grows out of the fact that she thought 
him a rich man, and after the marriage found 
she was mistaken. The plaintiff petitions the 
court for alimony. 
A MOBBING AFFAIR. 

During the summer months a Chinaman with 
his queue cut off and dressed in a white duck 
suit and tennis cap has been conspicuous on 
the streets by night. He has been employed 
as a cook in a restaurant, and after his day's 
work was done it has been his custom to sport 
around the city, electing the company of boys 
of about sixteen years. 

Rumors have come to the police of the im- 
moral practices of this specimen, but no direct 
complaint was made. His habits aroused the 
indignation. of youns men who had become 
aware of the facts, however, and a plan was 
tormed to mob the Chinaman.

The 
officer told him his life would be endangered 
if he should continue his residence in Pasa- 
dena, and this morning the beastly chap took 
the first train out of town, leaving his goods 
and chattels behind him. He was afraid of 
his shadow last night, the Marshal says.

No Grain Moving Northward—Brisk 
Lumber Trade. 

SAN PEDRO, Aug. 31.—[Regular Correspond- 
ence.] There is practically no grain moving 
from this or any of the other neighboring ports 
to San Francisco. The reason is said to le 
that the growers are holding for prices so little 
under the San Francisco quotations that there 
is no marzin sufficient to warrant shipments. 
Dealers say that at least 15 cents per 100 
pounds must be allowed between the buying 
price here and the selling price in San Fran- 
ciseo. Much of the yiela of lands back of 
Hueneme is being shipped to Los Angeles. by 
vessel to Redondo, and also by rail direct. The 
large corn crop reported in Kansas and Ne- 
braska is leohed upon as something that will 
be likely to affect the price of barley, for the 
corn will probably be shipped into Southern 
California the same as last year. 

Most of this season's barley hay crop in the 
— immediately back of here has been 
sold. 


BRISK LUMBER TRADE. 

The demand for lumber is in excess of the 
carrying capacity of available vessels. About 
five carloads of lumber per day are going out 
from this port for use in the mining districts, 
and the demand for consumption along other 
lines is fairly active, although the retail deal- 
ere are not stocking up much. This fact is 
probably due to the fluctuating state of the 
market. According to reports from the north. 
great cuantities of lumber are going to the 
Hawaiian Islands, the Philippines and to vari- 
ous Asiatic and other Pacific ports. The effect 
rof United States sovereignty over the Hawaiian 
and Philippine Islands in increasing the num- 
ber of outgoing lumber cargoes from the north- 
ern ports is said to have been marked.

SAN BERNARDINO, Aug. 3!1.—[{Regular Cor- 
respondence.] The big fire raging in the moun- 
tains north of Ontario and Cucamonga is gain- 
ing ground, and threatens great destruction to 
the timber land in that vicinity. Early this 
morning Forest Agent Buick of the San Fer- 
nardino reserve, who went from here to protect 
his own borders and assist in bringing the 
conflagration under control, telephoned- from 
North Cucamonga asking that more men be 
sent at once to assist fighting the flames. The 
fire started Sunday in Stoddard’s Canyon and 
spread rapidly on Monday. Wednesday it 
crossed Cucamonga Canyon and was spreading 
in the direction of Cucamonga Peak. There is 
danger that it will get over the range and in- 
vade the watershed of Lytle Creek, the source 
of San Bernardino’s water supply. 

Hundreds of acres have been burned already. 
There is little doubt that the excessive heat 
in this city during the past few days is di- 
rectly due to the fire. The smell of burning 
timber could be detected here last night, and 
today all the northwest was filled by a cloud 
of smoke. 

GASOLINE TRICYCLE.

Farnishing Reports of it Without 
the Aid of the Telegraph. 
{New Orleans Times-Democrat:] “I 
don't see any necessity for condemning 
the cable with all this Dreyfus report,” 
said a practical New Orleans new spaper 
man.
